Miss Sauhders is a diabetic and although her health 
is good generally speaking, nevertheless, it is necessary 
for her to be admitted to hospital two days every two 
months for special treatment, and this has always been 
done during week-ends, Saturday and Sunday.

All members of Agency staff were on duty during the 

past quarter. Accommodation for teachers and staff 

has become 4 serious matter in this Agency. Recently 

the old building housing the teachers and one member 

of the staff was destroyed by fire, leaving these em- 
ployees homeless and with considerable loss to them. 

In this isolated place it has always been difficult to 
get accommodation for Department employees, and today 

the situation is impossible. I am bringing this to the 
Department's attention just as forceably as I can because 
I know that unless»we get some suitable accommodation for 
employees in this place we are going to have our schools 
closed and lose other members of the staff. An isolated 
place like Alert Bay is far different from a city or 
otier centre where employees can either live at home or 
have a greater opportunity of obtaining accommodation. 

In this place there is nothing. If it had not been for 
myself, with no authority from Ottawa, making an arrangement 
whereby we could get this old building which has just 
burned down for accommodation for staff members, our 
schools would have been closed long before this. I 

cannot afford to go on doin’ the things that I have been 
forced to do in order to get staff members reasonably 
housed. there is no reason why accommodation cannot pe 
provided when we own the buildings and it is just a natter 
of having them moved to this location and suitably 
re-modelled for living accommodation.AS far as I know 
now, all our teachers are resigning at the end of the 
term where they have no accommodation provided, as their 
present accommodation has only been temporaty and they 
can no longer stay there. Teachers will not accept 
employment in ourside isolated d‘stricts without accommo- 
dation being provided. This not only applies to the 
Indian Department but to the Provincial Schools as well. 
If the Department will provide the funds and give me 
authority and instructions I will have these buildings. 
moved here from the Army Camp, Port Hardy.

Scanlon informs me there was no goou reason for 
your children not attending school, She pointed out thet on the 
afternoon of May 23rd your children Philip and Noses accompanied 
you to the pleygrounc where they were just foolin, sroun with the 
workmen employed there, «ni coulc hrve been in school, Mra. Scanlon 
also informed me that four of your son Alvin's children were also 
absent. 


As you are one of the principal as well *s influential members 

the Nimpkieh Pand, you surt readily see ho ifficult you are 
making it for the school where regular attendance is essential to 
the progrese of the individual child. During past years when the 
Government (through no fault of their own) found it impossible t& 
provide adequate educational facilities for the children here, you 
were one of the nost critical members of your people. The Department 
has end is doing everything possible to give your children » good 
education, A new school has been built and efficient teachers 
employed, «ni there is no reason why every child of school age in 
Alert fey aces not attend school regularly. The Government by lew 
requires every child to attend sect ool eech day unless he or she ir 
ill, and it is my responsibility as Indian Superintendent to see thet 
all children attend regulerly. 
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I wish to point out to you that you have no right whatsoever 
to dictate to the Government ani inform the rincipel thet you are 
geing to keep your children out of school just when you see fit. 
During the month of May your son philip was absent 9 days, on the 
teacher reports "No good reason". 


Ae thie is s serious matter J felt it was best to write you 
fully so that you will know what the Government regulations are ir 
respect to children attending school regularly. Please be sdvised 
no perents have any right to keep children out of school unless they 
ere il] end this illness must be reported to the teacher; or special 
permission is given for « child's absence from school. 


The Department feels that you should be one who is setting 
an exemple to others enc I trust you will co-operate with the 
Principal end the Department ir the future, so that there will be 
no repetition of whet hes taken place.

Attached please find Monthly Dey Returns for the months of 
May and June, 1949, respectively for the Alert Bay Indian Day School. 


This special report is being made in respect to poor attendance 
of some children, part of which was blamed on the teacher by the parents. 
The teacher is now being transferred and insofar 4s these children are 
concerned I do not anticipate any difficulty in respect to attendance 
when the new school term opens September 6th. 


In regard to the following children Louis, Jasper and Mary 
Joseph, we have reached the point where we do not know what to do. 
The family's home is at Turnour Island but live most of the time at 
Alert Bay. Because of poor attendance at the Day School I put them 
4n the Residential School, thinking we could control them, but they 
have refused to stay in the school and ran away and upset the school 
so much that they were finally discharged. Since then we have been 

\. trying to force them to go to the Day School. The father and mother 
are very low type, both of them spend considerable time in Oakalla 
Prison. At the moment the father is just back from Oakalle but the 
mother is now there. To cut off their Family Allowance cheques would 
mean depriving these children of about the only means they have on 
which to exist; therefore, I have refrained from recommending their 


suspension. 


These comments are made to justify why I cannot bring myself 
to the point of taking their Family Allowance away from them, We are 
still hoping now that we have more office assistance to improve their 


attendance. 


In respect to the Alfred children listed on the May Report, I 
made a previous report under date of June 11th last, which evidently 
had the desired effect.

MEMORANDUM 


Re: ALERT BAY INDIAN DAY SCHOOL 


During a visit to my office today, Mr. Indian Super- 
intendent Todd of the Kwawkewlth Agency, gave me the following 
information: 


1. The two-room school now being built from prefabricated buildings 
of the Port Hardy camp will be used for some pupils from the 
Alert Bay Residential S,hool. 


To complete our requirements at Alert Bay, a four-room class- 
room block is required. This would give 10 classrooms as 
follows, and would provide adequate educational facilities for 
all pupils, both day and residential, at Alert Bay: 


4 classroom block, recently completed, 
2 classroom block, under construction 
4, classroom block, as required. 


On the mainland of Vancouver Island at Port Hardy, the 
Provincial School Board is having erected a four classroom 
building at a cost of approximately $140,000.00. This will 
give an indication of building costs in the Alert Bay region. 


With this in mind, Mr. Todd and Mr, Westerlund, a local con- 
tractor, thoroughly examined the old girls' biock of the former 
residential school. They found this building to be in fairly 
good condition and both agreed that it could be modernized and 
with a slight addition could provide 4 classrooms and teacher's 
apartment. ‘1 slassrooms would be down stairs and thé 

teacher's apartments upstairs.

Originel on File 156-29-6. 


Te roof of the building requires reshingling 
previous to the opening of school next September. The 
roof should be stained and the outside of the school 
painted at that time. 


One toilet was burned down years ago and the 
other has not been in @ condition fit for use for a very 
‘long time. It is kept locked. ‘Two new toilets are 
urgently needed. 


Recommendation: - 
In view of the good work done at this school, 


I wish to recommend that Mr. luther be given the sum of 
$5 a teaching month for Janitor Work.

Mr. Barry, Inspector of Schools for the Province 
British Columbia, in a report on his recent inspection 
the Alert Bay Indian Day School, states that the roof 
the building requires reshingling, and thst it should then 
stained and the outside of the school painted. He also 
states that one toilet was burned down a number of years' 
aco and the other has not been in a condition fit for use 
for some time, and that two new toilets ere urgently needed. 


Our funds for the present fiscel year are extremely 
limited, and it will not be possible to carry out the re- 
shingling, painting, and erection of new toilete. The Depart~- 
ment will, however, consider the authorizing of the ninimum 
amount of work required in repairing the roof of the school 
building in order to prevent leakege curing next fall and 
winter. You should furnish a detailed statement of the 
repairs needed and the spproximate cost of same. You should 
also furnish an estimate of the cost of the material and 
labour in the erection of new toilets, if you consider same 
to be necessary this year. When we have full information, 
consideration will then be given ae to whether funds can be 
orovided or not. 


The Inspector recommende that the teacher be paid 
for janitor services, in view of the good work jone at thie 
school. Please report rermerding the Inspector's recommendation 
and state the amount per teaching month, if any, you would 
recomend be allowed the teacher for this work.

No. 156-29-5, approval was granted for repairs to the Alert Bay 
Indian Day Schoo¥ in the amount of $375.00. = 


we now submit all accounts in connection with 
this work, the totel amount being $457.53, which as you will 
note, slightly exceeds the amount authorized but which work out 
almost exactly to our original estimate asked for in our letter 
of April 23rd, 1936. Every effort was made to keep the cost of 
the repairs as low as possible, but when repairing an old build- 
ing it is almost impossible to estimate the exact figures as you 
invariably find other gmall repairs required which could not be 
determined before the work started, and I felt it was better to 
make a complete job rather than leave something undone just to 
keep within the amount specified for the sake of e few dollars. 


My first plan was to repair the present fence, but 
when we started to work on it we found it was in such shape that 
it was not practical to do this, but rather build a new fence on 
three sides of the school grounds. We should have build a new 
fence entirely around the grounds, but I did not wish to go to 
any further expense without taking it up with the Department. it 
would cost approximately $30.00 to complete this fence, and if 
the Department would approve of it still feel we should build this 
fence this year; it could be done by yeeien jabour, and then the 
school would be in excellent shape. the Department agree to 
this, would you kindly advise me and i will arrange to have the 
work done. 


For the Department's information, I would like to 
give them a short report on the actual work done at the school and 
the changes carried out. When the pbuilding was originally erected 
the windows were places on both sides as well as the end, and the 
classroom has always been arranged so that the children were fac- 
ing the north pide of the building with the light behind them. 
This has been very detrimental to their work and health, and it 
was deemed advasable when making the repairs, to remove all the 
windows on the north side and west end and place them on the 
south side of the building. 


The entrance to the building was also at the west 
end, making it necessary to have about ten steps leading to the 
entrance. ‘This made the building very cold. This entrance was 
closed up entirely, the steps removed, and an entrance put into 
the building at the rear of the south side of the school. A 
small porch was built over the doorway, and the classroom seats now 
face the west end of the building whereby the light comes over the 
childrens' left shoulder. 


Indian Affairs. (RG 10, Volume 638, File 800-5, part 2) 
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A new floor was put in the building, and as it was 
we the old blackboards were in very bad condition, these were 
all re-arranged. We now have on the west end of the building a 
blackboard 4 x 12' and along the north side a blackboard 34 x 24'. 
When the Campbell River School was built I had one blackboard over 
which was not required, and I had that shipped to Alert Bay and 
this has been used in the Alert Bay Day School. it was found nec- 
essary to purchase one blackboard 34 x &' to match the one brought 
from Campbell River. These are some of the items which were not 
figured on in the original estimate but were found necessary to 
complete the work. 


Some time ago 1 discovered in the Hesidential School some 
twenty-eight school desks which were not in use at that time, and 
the Principal, Mr. Anfield, offered to loan them to me for use in 
the Alert Bay Day School, but when I went to get them owing to the 
necessity of using extra desks in the Residentiel School this term 
I was only able to get about fourteen, and these were badly in need 
of repair. We repaired them and are using them temporarily along 
with the old wooden seats which have been in the school for the 
last twenty-five years. 


Now that this school is properly equipped, 1 feel the 
Department should purchase modern desks as the building is going 
to be used for only school purposes from now on. The old hand-made 
desks are very dilapidated, which no doubt Mr. Phelan will remember 
from his visit to the school last year. 


The building has been decorated inside and out, repairs 
have been made to the windows, and the building is now in first- 
class shape and a credit to the Department. I would appreciate if 
they would advise me if the $30.00 estimated to finish the fence 
around the school grounds could be approved. 


It will be noted we are forwarding the charges for labour 
on one voucher in the total amount of $189.75, and if the cheque 
is sent to me, made payable to the Kwawkewlth Indian Agentéy Trust 
Account, separate cheques will be made from this office for the 
workers whose names appear on the time-sheet. 


I trust the accounts will be found in order, and would 
recommend that cheques be forwarded as shown by the attached vouchers.

We are very pleased that the Department have approved 
of a further expenditure of $30.00 to complete the building of 
a new fence around the school grounds; this work will be carried 
out shortly, and a report forwarded the Department.

I am very pleased indeed that the Department are consid- 
ering this purchase as we have a serious problem on our hands in 
regard to desks at the present time. The quarterly returns for 
this school are going forward today and the Department will note 
there are fifty-four pupils on the register. This year we had 
twenty-two beginners, something unusual for here, and it was 
necessary for us to get out again all the old forms and desks 
which had been previously used and put them back into use to 
accommodate these children, seating as many as four or five in 
one seat. 


It is true there are quite a few children here from 
other villages, and they may only be temporary, but as I see it 
there will be upwards of fifty children attending this school 
during the next term. Since the school has been altered and 
made into a first-class schoolroom, the indian families appear 
very much pleased and interested and are sending their children 
to school regularly without any difficulty. 


In view of this situation, I hope the Department will 
do their best to supply the desks required as we are anxious 
to make this a modern little school and the children cannot do 
justice to their work when the seating capacity is so overcrowded.

Dear Sir,- 


On your recent visit to the Kwawkewlth Agency 
I drew to your attention the overcrowding of children at the 
Alert Bay Indian Day School. At that time there were 72 chil- 
dren on the register with only seating accommodation for 47, 
and this necessitated more than one child to a seat. Since then 
the attendance has increased, and today we have an impossible 
situation with 88 children on the register. 


I have made a survey and find about sixty of 
these children ean be definitely considered permanent pupils 
of this school. The balance or part of them will be returning 
to their own villages after the New Year, although some of these 
would remain here no doubt if accommodation were available as 
there is no school at their own village. 


During our discussion you requested me to try and 
find some means of relieving the situation, and it was suggested 
that a portion of the school building, now used as a Dispensary, 
be altered to provide for an extra classroom. I have gone into 
this suggestion very carefully, and find it would take too long 
for the alterations to be made, too costly, and would only be when 
completed a temporary solution and not satisfactory for 4 per- 
manent classroom. 


There is no doubt the Department is faced with 
the necessity of providing a two-roomed Day School here, a8 our 
census shows the situation will be even more acute next year. 

The immediate situation is intolerable, and I am sure the teacher 
no matter how hard he tries, cannot do justice to himself or the 
school. 

In order to find quick relief, I investigated 
other means of solving our problem, and interviewed Moses Alfred, 
a member of the Nimpkish Band who owns a hall immediately across 
the road from the Indian Day School, which has been occupied by 
the Apostolic Faith Mission. He has offered to rent thie build- 
ing to the Department for Hight Dollars per month as long as we 
need it, and might sven make it less if the Department thought 
this rent too high. VYersonally I feel it is very reasonable and 
would recommend to the Department that they accept his offer and 
arrange to purchase the necessary supplies and equipment to estab- 
lish this extra room at the beginning of the next quarter. 


The building is ideally located, and would make 
just as good a classroom as our present school. I rather think 
Captain Barry knows the hall and could give you first hand in- 
formation. 
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The teacher informs me there are 43 ohildren in 1C 
grade, and possibly these children could be transferred to this 
junior rooms that of course would be a matter of Captain Barry's 
instructions. 


Something should be done, as I am much worried over 
the health of the children when there are 80 many of them in 
the one room which necessitates them doubling up in seats. 


. This suggestion is a temporary step to get quick relief 
and in the meantime the Department could make a proper survey, sub- 
mitting definite phans for another room to be provided for the 
future. Would you kindly write me your views on the matter and 

I will give you any further information you may require.

Dear Sir: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 29th 
ultimo with reference to the increased attendance 
at the Alert Bay Indian day school. 


No funds were specially provided in the 
current year's appropriation for a second teacher 
at this school and under these circumstances 
favourable consideration cannot be given to your 
recommendation that a second room be opened on 
January 1, 1939. 


You might, however, arrange for the re-opening 
of a second room at this school from April l, 1939, 
and during the period April 1 to June 350 we can 
carefully note the attendance and ascertain definitely 
if there will be sufficient children attending this 
school to justify the employment of two teachers for 
the academic year 1939-40.

Replying to your letter No. 15-6-9977 dated 
June 24th last, in which you request particulars in respect 
to the suggestion that Moses Alfred's hall be used as a second 
Classroom in connection with the Alert Bay Indian Day School, 
I beg to give you the following information. The approximate 
cost to put the building in suitable repair for use would be 
as follows:— 


Repairs 
Reshingling - material and labour, approx. $ 80,00 
Incidental repairs - replacement of window 
panes, repairs to steps, 
foundation, painting, etc... 75.00 


Heating 
Circulator heater, stove pipes and new 
chimney, approximately 100,00 


This would be the outside figure, and it is 
possible the work could be done for less by employing local 
labour by the day rather than contract. I believe Mr. Fred 
Sharpe who built the Preventorium and who has done other work 
for the Department, could be employed, and I would strongly re- 
commend that his services be obtained in this particular. 


I would like to add in my opinion the Department 
is faced with building a second classroom at the Alert Bay Indian 
Day School, and it does seem a waste of money to spend too much 
on someone else's property when it can only be considered at the 
best a temporary arrangement. 


This building sits on the foreshore of the Indian 
Reserve opposite the present Day School and is a very dangerous 
place for children coming out of, as they must step immediately 
on to the public highway. It is, of course, 4 means of relieving 
our present situation, but I feel the Department would be well 
advised in building a second classroom immediately even though 
funds would have to be transferred from elsewhere where possibly 
the need is not so great. 


While I have not obtained am estimate from a 
contractor of the exact cost of enlarging the existing school 
nevertheless I feel it would cost in the neighborhood of $2500.00, 
including labour and materials.

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In addition to this, we are faced with providing 
& playground for the children. At the present time this large 
number of children attending this school have no playground and 
are continually out on the street even though the teacher does 
his best to prevent it. The grounds are small, and on the side 
of a hill, and I feel in order to make a playground for the 
children a retaining wall about four feet high should be built 
along the face of the playground and the grounds levelled off. 
This would give them a small playground and would keep them off 
the street and away from d ex. I consider the total cost of 
this would be approximately $200.00, 


In addition to this it will be necessary to move 
the building now used as a Drug Dispensary to a different loc- 
ation and that would cost approximately $150.00, 


It seems to me all these problems should be 
faced and worked out at the same time, as we cannot do one 
thing without dealing with the others. If the Department would 
undertake immediately to build an extra classroom and move the 
Dispensary, I feel the same could be done and ready for occupancy 
by October lst. Moses Alfred's hall could be utilized temporarily 
for a month without spending any money on it, as the weather would 
not be too cold before the new school would be ready for opening. 


I am prepared to lend every assistance and take 
charge of the construction and purchasing of materials if the 
Department so desires, and would recommend in this case that the 
= be done by day labour and that Mr. Sharpe be employed as

With reference to the recommendation made in the 
attached report for an extension to the present school building 
to provide a second classroom, it will be recalled that this 
office was advised by Departmental letter of January 4, 1959, 
file 156-29-5, that as no provision was made in the appropriation 
for the current fiscal year for the erection of a second class- 
room, it was unlikely that funds could be obtained for the 
purpose. Should funds for new construction not be available at 
present, the Department might favorably consider renting the 
accommodation available from Moses Alfred which, with some minor 
repairs, could be made suitable for a tenporary school room, 


Inspector Barry's recommendation covering the supp 
blackboards and 57 desks is concurred in. 


Indian Agent Todd has been asked to furnish an 
he cost of putting the hall owned by Moses Alfred 
ret use as a school room, and to also supply 
the wood-burning heater referred to 
in the Inspector's report. 1 receipt of this information, I 
shall forward same to the Department. 


The nomination of a second teacher will no doubt be 
dealt with by the Department when a final decision is made with 
respect to the provision of a second class room.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


I am forwarding herewith my report on the 
Alert Bay Indian Day School, Kwawkewlth Agency and administered 
under Anglican auspices, which I inspected on June 15th. 


Mr Indian Agent Todd was with me for part of the 
4nspection period and gave me considerable assistance. He and 
the teacher are certainly to be congratulated on the fine work 
that has been done in this school under very adverse conditions 
of overcrowding. 


There are some sixty pupils on the school register 
at the present time and we may expect slightly in excess of 
eighty children to be in attendance during the academic year 
starting in September 1939. The present overcrowding is of 
course particularly bad for he children in the way of health 
and makes effective teaching a most difficult matter. I simply 
am at a loss to understand how Mr Stewart managed to carry on 
the school in the fine way he did during the past year. The 
addition of the twenty or so beginners in September makes the 
provision of a second Division, room and teacher, 4 most urgent 
matter, even if this was only possible by the closing of some 
less wanted school in another part of B.C. 


I wish to draw your attention to the fact that 
there we only some twenty five single crown desks in this school. 
To seat the remainder of the children at present in attendance 
Mr. F.E.Anfleld, Principal of St. Michael's Residential School, 
was good enough some time ago to lend to the Indian Agemt some 
dozen single desks. These desks are only here on temporary loan 
and will be needed at St. Michael's School later. 


To seat the children expected next September we 
shall need in addition to the present ten No. 3 and fifteen No.5 
single crown school desks the property of the school the following:

would strongly recommend the supply of the above 
desks by September 1st 1959. With the twenty five desks now the 
property of the Indian Day School seating would thus be provided 
for the expected eighty pupils, provided they be placed in the 
usual rows of eight desks and mounted on strips of wood at the 
regulation distance apart. Forty desks or five rowk of eight 
should be placed in each classroom 
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To provide the second classroom necessary at 
Alert Bay I would suggest that following work be carried out 
during the summer months:- 


(1) Removal from its present unsuitable position at the end 
of the school building of the small dispensary to a site 
some two hundred yards away on Departmental land. 


The site near the Indian Agent's residence shown to me by 
Mr Todd appears to be highly suitable for the Dispensary. 
There is a roadway and possibly the St. Michael's School 

tractor could be used in moving the small frame structtre. 


Extension of the present school building at each end for 
about twenty feet. 


(3) Moving of windows and supply of six new large windows for 
new room. 


(4) Provision of entrance hall in middle of reconstructed 
building, this hall to be at least fifteen feet wide 
Entrance to each classroom to be from this hall. 


(5) On the end of the extended building next the village street 
where the ground falls away and excavation would be a 
minimum the provision of a Manual Training basement room 


(6) The provision of a woodburning hot air furnace with pipes 
in partly excavated furnace room under building and next 
brick chimmey lately erected. 


i In addition to the teacher's desk and school desks 
mentione in an earlier part of this letter six eight foot lengths 
of four foat wide Asbestoslate Blackboard would be required for 
the second or new room. 


Should the Department find it impossible to carry 
out the recommendations of the Indian Agent which will be along 
the same lines as I have suggested above, there is only one other 
possible plan, and a much inferior plan at that. 


(a) The renting at not more that $10.00 a month of the hall 
located almost opposite the present school and owned by 
Moses Alfred (Indian) 


(bo) The provision of a wood burning circulatory heater of fair 
size for he rented room, This heater would remain the 
property of the school, if the rented room was later given 
back to Moses Alfred. 


(c) The reshingling of the roof of Moses Alfred's hall. 


In addition to the school desks and teacher's desk 
mentioned above only two lengths of Asbestoslate Board each 4 feet 
by 8 feet would be needed, should it be decided to rent this 
building in place of building additions to the ends of the present 
school. 

Whichever flan is adopted, and I should most 
strongly recommend the first (the addition to the present building) 
a second teacher, an Anglican lady with special qualifications in 
Primary Work and experience in an Indian School, would be needed 
from the opening of school in September next. 


The nomination of a teacher for he proposed second 

Division at Alert Bay Indian Day School would no doubt be in the 
hands of the Right Reverend H. Sexton D.D. Bishop of Columbia 
Victoria, B.C. and I suggest that the Anglican Bishop's nomination 
be forwarded through the Indian C 4 to insure 
that the Department may have a profe her 
qualifications before any appointment\is made

I desire to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letters of June 29 and July 14 with reference 
to the Alert Bay Indian day school. Very careful 
consideration has been given to the contents of 
these letters but due to the fact that no funds 
were provided in the current year's appropriation 
for the specific purpose of enlarging the Alert Bay 
day school it is not possible to authorize the 
expenditure that would be required in this regard. 


You may, however, arrange for the rental of 
the hall mentioned in Mr. Barry's report at a cost 
of $10.00 a month for the academic year 1959-40. 

You may also authorize the Agent to incur an ex- 
penditure of $155.00 in repairing this building. 
Indian labour should be employed as far as possible. 


You may purchase the desks that are absolutely 
necessary but it is hoped that you will not consider 
it advisable to secure as many as mentioned in Inspector 
Barry's report. 


You may also purchase ea heater and stove pipes 
of the type that you consider most useful for the 
building. 


I am applying for an encumbrance to cover the 
cost of the desks and heater and the number of this 
will be forwarded to you as soon as obtained. It is 
possible that in the past this Division has not supplied 
you with the encumbrance number and in this way hampered

I enclose herewith copy of a letter dated the Srd 
instant fron Mr. Indian Agent Todd,and report thereon by Mr. 
Inspector Barry dated the 7th instant, relating to provision 
of increased accommodation for Indian Day School pupils at 
Alert Bay, in the Kwawkewlth Azcency. 


It will be observed that Mr. Todd estimates the cost 
of a permanent enlargement of the existing school to be $2500 
for labour and material and this would of course provide the 
most economical solution of the proble! but as it is not 
anticipated that this amount could be made available during the 
current fiscal year I would recommend the provision of temporary 
accommodation by rental and repair of the Moses Alfred hall, but 
would concur with Mr. Inspector Barry's report that the amount 
spent in such repairs should not exceed 3100.00 and in addition 
about $50.00 for heating facilities. 


I would appreciate your instructions in time to have 


this building in repair in time for school 1 opening, if the 
application is approved.

On October 235 we wrote to him asking what could 
be done to improve the lighting conditions in the 
school, but I regret that we did not request him 
to forward his reply through your office. 


We are now in receipt of the attached 
reply. I may say that we do not favour fluorescent 
lighting. As a general rule in this type of lighting 
replacements are frequently necessary and are costly. 
If you feel it necessary to install electricity in 
these two buildings, I feel that a more reasonable 
type of fixture would fill the requirements.

In the Indien Village of Alert Bay we have two class- 
rooms - one being held in the Department Day School, and the other 
in a building rented from a local Indien, On the Quarterly Return 
ended March 3lst, of the junior room, the Department will note 
there were sixty-one pupils, and in the senior room where grades 3 ~ 
8 are taught, we have forty-six children. This is an intolerable 
situation, The senior room is now closed due to the teacher's 
health being broken down, and we have requested that e new teacher 
be appointed, but to date the school is still closed. Mrs. Massey, 
teacher in the junior room, cannot possibly carry thie load much 
longer. It is not only unfair but unjust to allow this situation 
to continue. I have tried to find some building that we could use 
as « third classroom but there is nothing in Alert Bay availeble. 
We are faced with building a three-room modern Indien Day School 
to take care of the educational needs of this village. The place 
is growing year by year, and it seems & tragedy in the lives of 
these young children thet provision is not made so that they can 
receive a proper education. Consideration should be given to the 
immediate erection of a three-room Indian Day School in Alert Bay, 
to be part of the Rehabilitation Scheme, As we are told funds are 
availeble, and with men out of work, I can see no reason why 
this project should not be undertaken at once.

Yeaterday I had a vieit from the teachers and was 
informed t could not carry on under the present conditions 
and stated that unless some new arrangement or assistance 
could be given them, they would have to wee > They pointed 
out that there were he ay a children in the senior class- 
room, made up of grades 5, &, Sp 6, 7 and 6; and forty-six 
in the junior room of grades lm, by ¢ and grade 2. Some 
of the children are sitting two at a desk while othere ore 
sendwiched in and using boxes, old fashioned long seats and 
benches where seven oF eight children are sitting together. 

Yenvowtw leo pointed out covery bit of available space 
wae boing used and there was no room for the individuel 
egetec to stand as 4 group at the dlackboard and take ine 
struction. They eiso pointed out this unhealthy cendition 
and stated they could not do justice to their work. They 
ales stated there were other children walking the streets 
who should be in school (which I am also aware of), but due 
to this condition they could not admit any more. 


‘his condition hee existed for several yoars and has 
been t before the Department. 


5 it wae necessary to take immediate action to reliove 
thie intolerable situation, | instructed the senior teacher 
to errose for gredes 3, 4, 7 and & to attend in the norni ngs 
and greces By 6, 7 and 6 te attend in the afternoon.

Referring to your memoranda of May Sth and May 29th 
and to our telephone conversation this morning, if the buildings 
referred to are those at Camp "A" near Port Hardy airport, a 
description of them and sugzestions as to their dismantling 
are contained in my report of October 10th, last, to Mr. Jackson, 
a copy of which was supplied to you. 


It would not be feasible to transport the buildings by 
water without tearing them down, but the thirty-one Lexstave 
prefabricated buildings, referred to in my report, are very 
amenable to dismantling and loading on barges. 


Your Indian Commissioner, in co-operation with our 
Engineer, would have to make arrangements for the securing of 
the necessary barges and the settling of transportation rates 
with the tug or other boat that would be used for tow 
purposes. 


When I was at Port Hardy, Mr. Keith J.Robinson, 
Airport Manager, was very co-operative and said that if 
he could get permission from the Department of Transport 
he would have time to exercise supervision over the dis- 
mantling and loading of the Loxstave buildings. He said 
the Department of Transport had a two-ton Dodge truck 
with stake body and a D-8 tractor with power winch that 
might be loaned. All arrangements in this connection could, 
it is believed, be made with the Department of Transport 
office at Vancouver, providing this equipment is still at 
the airport. 
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The watchman looking after these buildings, as 
well as the R.C.A.Fe Hospital at Port Hardy, was Mr. F.cGarring- 
ton of the Corps of Commissionaires, and he was quite anxious 
to co-operate in the dismantling and unloading of the build- 
ings providing he could be paid suitable wages while on this 
work. 


This is a project that will have to be organized 
and looked after by Mr. Webb's office in conjunction with Ma jor 
MacKay. 


There are two ways of financing this project but 
perhaps the better one would be for your Indian Commissioner to 
meet the expenditures involved on the certificate of our Engineer, 
or the foreman, rather than for funds to be transferred to our 
Engineering and Construction Service. There are so many operations 
that will be handled largely by your officers that it would be 
simpler if your Vancouver office handled all the finances.

In a letter dated the 17th instant from Vancouver 
our Mr, Webb, under whose control buildings for the Indian 
Affairs Branch are being moved from Port Hardy, states that 
Commissioner MacKay hopes to have an outer finish of:- 


(a) Asbestos Shingles, 
(b) Insul-brick Asphalt Siding, 
(c) Cedar Shingles, 


applied to the buildings when re-erected in their new loca- 
tions, 


Commissioner MacKay has cited the action taken by 
Superintendent Randall at the Six Nations Superintendency 
in covering salvaged buildings, in which operation he appears 
to have developed a preference for insul-brick finish, 


If the salvaged buildings for the Six Nations area 
were of National Defence construction they were probably 
faced originally with asbestos shingles, and since the latter 
are not easily salvagable, were probably covered with insul- 
brick asphalt siding when placed in their new positions, 
However, since the Port Hardy buildings appear to be Loxstave

In reply to your 156-29-5 WI.1 of the 25th ultimo 
enclosing copy of memorandum from the Surveys and Engineering Branch 
you are advised as follows. 


The outside walls of the buildings on the former military 
training centre were originally faced with rolls of ordinary black 
2-ply roofing, - a low grade type, much used by Indians and farmers 
as a cheap way of roofing small houses and buildings. 


On siding the first school reconstructed from an army 
building, we used asbestos shingles, but as only second grade were ob- 
tainable, the job when done did not look first class, as the shingles 
disclosed cracks after being on a few days, and some corners broke off. 


Then with children playing around, more get cracked and 
damaged, and it is doubtful if even first grade would really stand up. 


On the other hand, the insul-brick siding placed on the 
remaining schools, is neater looking in every respect, much more 
difficult for the children to damage, and in this damp cold climate 
will be a much warmer siding. 


Also, inspite of what is commonly said, - it looks as 
if after all in a year or two we shall have to paint the asbestos 
shingles, and they appear already to be darkening up, and also show 
dirt marks easily.

Painting, electrical work and necessary plumbing 
will be a factor but the estimated cost of this is not 
excessive under present costs. It is proposed to install 
water in all buildings and cess pits as a temporary measure 
to handle drainage water. All buildings are to be painted 
inside and out. 


Bulldozer costs have been much in excess of 
original estimate. Some of this was due to work instructed 
to be done when Mr. McClure was at Port Hardy. 


The buildings at Alert bay school will be 
finished to a greater extent than covered by the original 
estimate in that they will be completely repainted, floor 
covering will be supplied on school floors, electrical 
outlets will be installed as well as water and temporary 
drainage. The roofing is of double construction consisting 
of a sheathing overlaid with asphalt shingle. The walls 
will have a heavy saturated paper inside outer cedar 
covering and a dry paper sheathing under inside walls. 
New paper will be laid between the two floors. Concrete 
footing for the treated cedar posts have been installed. 
The result will be a first class pbuilding which will have 
a life of many years. 


While the present estimated cost of the Alert 
Bay school and residences will be very much above original 
estimate, they will still be actually much below ordinary 
present day costs. The school and teachers' residences 
have a floor area of approximately 8448 square feet so 
that on the present estimate of $15,000 the cost will be 
$1.77 per square foot. Considering height as 10 feet 
(floor to ceiling) the cost per cubic foot is only 17.7 
cents. 


In addition to the four room school and two 
teachers’ residences under construction at Alert Bay 
other work as follows has been carried out:i- 


General costs chargeable to all work has amounted 
to $553.61 divided into supervision and expenses, $214 495 
Camp equipment, $37.04; Tools, $276.28, and Miscellaneous, 
325.80. This amount will be divided between the several 
jobs on completion. 


On the Alert Bay Agency storeroom, etc. the sum 
of $586.84 has been spent broken down as follows:- 
Supervision and expenses, $86.61; Labour, $332.48; 
Trucking, $75.00; Roofing, $31.39, Sheathing, $13.41, 
and miscellaneous, $47.95. At present the stores for 
this building are at Alert Bay and other charges will be 
for barge, labour, wiring and painting. The total cost 
of this project should be under $2000.00. 


The Campbell River teachers' residence site has 
been looked over and some work in connection with preparation 
for this and other buildings made. Costs to date have been 
$132.81 make up of Supervision and expenses, $O8 .00; 
Sheathing, $6.72, and Miscellaneous supplies, $58.09.

Costs to end of August indicate that our estimate 
of June 27, 1947, as to expenses of moving buildings to 


other points on the B.C. coast and erecting them as schools, 
teachers’ residences, etc. was seriously in error. 


Proportion of costs of labour, material and 
supervision shows that the Alert Bay four room school and 
two teachers' residences has been approximately 5745.00 
to date and to complete the two residences now erected and

I am enclosing a copy of 4 letter dated Oct. 
22nd from the local office of the Surveys and Engineer ing 
Branch reporting on the progress made in the conversion of 
Port Hardy Military camp puildings for school purposes. 

You will note that the cost of the work to date is $14,289.50 
for which we have one 48' teacher's residence practically 
completed; one 60' teacher's residence partly completed; and 
one wing of the classroom building almost completed. 


While it is regretted that this project has not 
progressed to the stage anticipated and the cost to date 
has been so much in excess of the original estimate, these 
are due to circumstances beyond our control and we have no 
alternative but to proceed with the project. I have discussed 
the matter at some length with the Surveys and Engineering 
Branch and have agreed that it would seem preferable to 
immediately complete the 48' teacher's residence and two 
school rooms with the present labour crew, following which 
their services would be dispensed with and the project 
carried on to completion with local labour. 


The approximate cost of the Alert Bay School 
project alone now is ~25,000, part of which amount, however, 
would be chargeable to the funds appropriated for the 
construction of an Agency storeroom,. Of the accountable 
advances received to cover labour costs we now have 4& 
balance of $700 which will be insufficient to meet all 
labour costs during the period October 16th to 3lst, in 
view of which I would ask that a further advance of #5000 
be forwarded to this office at the earliest possible date.

Further to my letter o September 11, Mr. Whyte 
visited the above project on October 18th and advises that 
he is not all satisfied with the work accomplished in the 
past five weeks. In discussing the matter with Mr. mcClure 
he was advised that weather conditions (confirmed from other 
sources) had been adverse and that the labour is not very 
patisfactory despite the high wages which we have had to pay. 


A summation of expenditures for which accounts 
have been submitted, including payrolls, to October 19th 
shows cost of work to that date as $14,289.50. ther commit- 
ments will bring the total expended to at least $15,000.00 for 
which we have one 48 ft. teachers' residence practically 
completed less plumbing and second outside coat of psint and 
trim and some minor work, one 60 ft. teachers' residence 
erected but top floor not laid and partitions not erected, and 
one wine of school erected but final roof not laid, partitions 
and interior not completed. 


Under present conditions I have no iead how long 
it will take to complete the work at present under way but 
with favourable weather, it might be possible to have 48 foot 
residence and two school rooms ready by end of this month at 4 
possible additional cost of #5,000.00. 


It must be pointed out that practically all 
supplies for the whole job are on the ground and the end of 
the work at Alert -ay is in sight, although probably costs 
may run to a further #5,000.00. This would include the store- 
room at the “gency Uffice. 
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¥ There seems to be three alternatives: - 
s 


t - To carry on work to completion with present crew. 


end - To complete 48 ft. residence and 2 school rooms 
with present crew and then close down for balance 
of this fiscal year. 


To complete 48 ft. residence and 2 school rooms 
with present crew and then organize crew of local 
labour and carry on to completion. 


Wheih of these alternatives is decided on will, of 
course, depend on funds made available. If there are funds 
still available, I would suggest that alternative 3 be followed. 
The cost of completion should be less as after the fishing 
season is over (October 31) it is stated there is a good 
supply of first-class local labour available at local pay rates 
or less than we are paying now. With better skilled labour and 
lower labour costs, it is reasonable to suppose we could 
complete the work for much jJess.than the total of #25,000,00 
now apparently required to complete all work at Alert—Bay. It 
“ust, nowever, be pointéa@ out that fle necessary labour might 
not be found to carry out proposal 3 expeditiously but it is 
believed that it would be worth while taking that chance. As 
a further alternative we could well contract certain portions 
of the job to local men, white or Indian, advantage usly. 


In conclusion, 1 may say that Mr. “hyte considers 
that Mr. McClure has done as well as possible under the 
circumstances but has been up against a most difficult problem 
from the first with the labour which it has been possible to 
secure. actually we had to take any which offered and with 
high wages in the lumber camps and fishing industry in Alert 
Bay area, the class of labour we obtained was naturally much 
below standard, and the same applies to the labour we were 
able to recruit in Vancouver for work up there.

Ovr fifty children in the junior room have not been attend- 
ing school as we had no accommodation for a teacher and thus could 
not open the classroom. The Indian parents and the Native Brother- 
hood in particular are getting very much upset at these children 
walking the streets of Alert Bay waiting for this new school to 
be completed. To me it is a tragedy and it is up to the Indian 
Affairs Branch to insist that the Surveys and Engineering Branch 
complete the Alert Bay Indian Day School ana acherages at as 
early a date as possible, and that we provide whatever money is 
necessary to do so. As stated above, all the materials are now 
stacked on the school site to complete the construction of the 
school and teacherages, including plumbing, electric wiring and 
sewerage. Sufficient labour is available and it seems the height 
of folly to stop in the middle of the building program for the 
went of a few more dollars to complete the job. 


I am sending this letter Airmail and would kindly ask you 
to give it your personal attention. Our Branch will lay ourselves 
open to severe criticism if we do not complete this school and get 
these children in the classroom and off the streets; and our 
teachers will not move into a building where there are no ordinary 
conveniences. We must complete this one teacherage by immediate 
installation of all plumbing, as the principal is here with her 
furniture and ready to move in but cannot do so without water in 
the building. 


Major Davey, School Inspector, and myself have been laying 
plans to open the new school on January 5th, 1948. We hed hoped 
that the whole project would be completed anc ready for occupancy. 
It was my plan to move the present two classrooms and our present 
equipment into the new school during the Christmas holidays. Major 
Davey has the teachers employed to start the four classrooms at 
the beginning of the new year. All these plens will go by the 
boards if the Surveys and Engineering Branch are permitted to stop 
the work now, and the children will lose the better part of a school 


year. 


I have written you at some length so that you will have the 
whole picture before you. As far as I am aware it is just ¢ 
question of funds, it my understanding the estimated appropriation 
has been expended an he s the reason why the engineers are closing 
down construction work. 


Immed e action is necessary as I understand it is the 
engineers' i ition to close down the whole prdect in the cours 
of the next few days, and if this is rmitted to take plece it 
means our s0ls wil] all be closed down in Alert Bay, as our 
teachers are going to resign. They are insisting that the Depart- 
ment give them reasonable accommodation, and do ni t intend to live 
in a building where there is no water or ordinary conveniences, 

If there is anything I can do to assist I shall be very glad to 


do so. I only wish my health was such so that I could take a more 
active part. 


It must not be overlooked that the expenses contracted to 
date are not all chargeable to the Alert Bay Indian Day School. 
The teacherege for the Campbell River Indian Day School is all 
dismantled, bundled and on the dock at Fort Rupert ready to be 
shipped to Cempbell River. Material for the Agency warehouse 
on the site here ready for construction. I do not know how 
Superintendent of Constructior is handling matters insofar as 
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charging costs against various votes but I sm setisfied this picvure 
is not as black as jt might appear. I also believe the engineers 
are looking for an excuse to close down ‘construction work during 
the winter months. Out here on the coast the weather is mild and 
construction never ceases from one end of the year to the other, 
and in our case there is sufficient workto permit the men to work 
{nside on bad days and to work outside on goo days; so there is 

no hold-up or any extra cost incurred. 


Nord has got out that the engineers are closing down work 
on this school ana the Indians are extremely upset and others very 
much disgusted. It is up to us to see this entire project com- 
pleted propé rly at the earliest possible date.

I am today in recsipt of advice that the two 
classrooms in the west wing of the above school are now 
ready for occupancy. 


At the present time it will be necessary to 
have the pupils hang their soats in the classrooms and 
if immediate occupancy is desired clothes racks oan be 
knocked up pending the completion of the connscting hall 
between the west and east wing. It is hoped to have this 
portion of the vuilding while not completed in shape to 
hang clothing in it during school hours by the end of 
the month. 


No doubt some shelving and possibly cupboards 
may be needed in the ciassrooms. ‘There are about three 
sets of suitable shelves for schools at Port Hardy which

Further to my letter of June 19th lest in respect to the heating 
of this school, I wish to give you more particulars as te the manner in 
which the engineers left thet portion of the building were no provision 
was made for heating. There is no chimney built in the Assembly Room, 
therefore, we cannot set up a stove. In addition no chimneys were built 
in the portion of the building where the plumbing is installed, which 
includes teachers' office, wesh room, store room, etc., and there is no 
room in this portion of the building to set up 4 stove. 


I am afraid if we wait for the Surveys and Engineering Pranch, this 
installation will not be done in time for opening of the school this 
September. I am recommending thet the Department make a decision as to 
the method of heating this building. My recommendation is thet an oil- 
burning hot water central heating system should be installed. If the 
Department decide on this, I will immediately heave a reliable firm 
submit a tender for the installation, which would cover materials and 
lebour. This is the only method I can see of getting heat in the school 
and have it ready for September lst. 


At the present time we have drilled and provided an excellent well 

for the Alert Bay Village, which well will supply the Alert Bay Day School. 
We have the pipes laying here on the ground ready for installation, the 
tank purchased, end all we need is someone to make the installation. 
Why can't this be proceeded with now? We could at least have the tank 
erected and pipeline built from the pump to the tank and from the tank 
to the school which would have this much of the installation completed 
and thus provide water and sewerage for the school and teacherages. 


This pipe has been laying here since last Warch. When the pipe 
arrived I suggested to Mr. McClure that for the time being until the 
installetion was made they could store the pipe on the lawn at the Agency 


PeteOe 
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under shade trees where it would be protected from the sun and also from 
being stolen. This was done at the time but leter he hauled a lot of it 
away and piled it on the school grounds and along the road where it is 
exposed to the sum and the tar is running out of the pipes and not doing 
them any good. Certain ditehes were dug and as far as I know this pipe 
line which has been laid is now complete but the ditches have never been 
filled in with the result that the pipes «re still exposed to the sun. 
This work should be finished. 


I understand our Department have transferred $10,000.00 to the 
Surveys ad Engineering Pranch to bave this work completed. 


I also understand Mr. Unsworth of the Surveys end Engineering Branch 
claims he does not get comoperation from the Indians. With all due respect 
to Mr. Unsworth I must say he does not seem to know how to handle Indiens 
or get work out of them. He was here three weeks and accomplished very 
little - in fact, when he was celled to Vancouver he dropped his tools 
where he was working and left them laying all over the place. fe also 
left connections and materials, which we had to wait months in order to 
purchase, laying around for anybody to pick up- As soon es I learned 

this I hed “r. Scanlon go down the next morning, gether up all the tools 
and parts and put them in the warehouse under lock and key 80 that we would 


have them wher required. 


The method of doing things by representatives of the Surveys nd 
Engineering Trench is not satisfactory end the Indien Affeire Branch is 
being criticised generally for delays and the conduct of the work. The 
Department have enough difficulty in obtaining necessary funde to do the 
work, and now that we have the funds we want this work completed.

MEMORANDUM 


Re: Alert Ba Indian Day 
School 
On the occasion of my recent inspection of the 

above mentioned school I was informed by the starr that 
there had been considerable difficulty in maintaining 
normal temperatures in the Class-rooms during the winter 
months, Temperature readings were kept by the teachers 
in 3 of the 4 rooms and I secured a copy of these from the 
principal, which I am attaching herewith. It is obvious 
thet something will have to be done concerning these con- 
ditions in the summer months of this year in order to ensure 
that they will not re-occur in the next year, 

Although the School has been kept very clean, due 
to the efforts of the staff, it is the normal practice to 
provide the services of a Janitor in achools of this size 
and I strongly recommend that such an employee be engaged 
for the next academic year, 

You will recall that the water piping has already 
been installed in this school but this has not been connected 
to the water main, Some of the plumbing for waste has also 


been installed but is not connected to a Sewage system. It

fiscal year, particularly in the case of the teacheragee 
It is unfortunate that our teachers have not at least as good 
facilities in this respect as many of the Indian homes in 
Alert Ba,. 

No fire protection is provided for this frame 
pbuilding and I feel that the Department should protect its 
considerable investment by providing at least a hose for the 
existing fire hydrant located on the school grounds. I feel 
that there should also be at least two hand extinguishers 
located in the school itself. 

During my inspection I noted that a number of the 
desks. provided were not suited in size to the pupils who were 
occupying them. The following adjustments should be made: 
In the senior room- 4 desks size No. 3 should be removed 
and 6 desks size No. 1 should be installed. 

In the Intermediate room- 7 desks size No. 5 and 4 desks 
size No. 4 should be removed and replaced with 11 size No. 
1. 

In the Junior room- 6 desks size No. 5 should be replaced 
with 2 primary tables and 10 chairs. 

In the Primary room- 7 No. 5 desks should be replaced with 

3 primary tables and 10 chairs. The replacement of the 28 
desks as indicated above will release them for the school at 


Village Island which we hope to open in September. 
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Several of the doors in the school will not latch, apparently 
due to the shrinkage in the lumber. This applies in particular 
to the main entrance door on the front of the building and 
the doors opening from the class-rooms to the large entrance 
hall. 

There alsoappears to be something wrong with the 
electric light circuits in the senior and intermediate rooms 
as the teachers concerned have been unable to get certain 


of the globes in these rooms to light.

One fifty-foot length is not sufficient to reach 
the school; therefore, we are ordering three lengths. 
In regard to the type of coupling and size of thread, 
please ‘phone Surveys and Engineering Branch for this 
information as they made the installation and will be 
able to give you the correct type and size. 


It would be appreciated if this could be rushed as 
we have no hose available for this purpose at the present 
time. 


It will also be necessary to build a small box 
adjacent to the hydrant to protect the house from weather 
and at the same time make it available immediately for use. 
This together with repairing the doors in the Indian Day 
School would amount to appmcimately $50.00. 


I do not believe there are any major changes necessary 
in the wiring of the school. It is not possible for me to 
obtain the services of an electrician to make this investigation 
at this time but I feel if $25.00 were provided, the work could

The attached tender has been received from Messrs. 
Westerlund and Westerlund, Alert Bay, B. C., and will be 
self-explanatory. 


In connection with the plumbing the Surveys and Engineering 
Branch hung five wash basins in the school as well as installing 
main water lines running to these basins within the building. The 
work yet to be done consists of the following: 


Installing ten toilets and one latrine. 


Digging a trench from the hydrant to the building 
and installing water line from hydrant to school. 


Connecting up all basins, latrines and hot water tank, 


There is considerable material to be supplied in connection 
with this installation. We have the toilets and hot water tank on 


hand. 


When the school was built a furnace room was provided. In 
order to get a solid foundation for the furnace, it is necessary 
to cut a hole in the floor and build a cement foundation from the 
ground up to the floor. One ply of tar paper will be laid on the 
rest of the floor and then a cement floor laid on top of it. The 
walls and ceiling will have to be insulated with asbestos. The 
wiring will have to be changed somewhat, One door and window will 
also have to be moved to new locations and’a hole in the wall made 
for the chimney. This will give us an excellent furnace room and 
perfectly safe when proper ventilation is installed. A standard 
size chimney to comply with heating requiments will be built of 
red clay brick lined with tile. 
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As this work is part of the total impovements and 
necessary, I would recommend that it be accepted and that an 
accountable cheque in the amount of $1,033.00 be forwarded this 
office so that cash advances may be made as work progresses.

ceiling panels, I have since obtained expert advice from several 
people including Mr. A. H. Hargreaves, Heating Engineer, Ottawa, who 
wes here e few deys ago. He crawled up into the attic with me, examined 
the structure and then info d me that in his opinion Donnaconna with 
peper between it end the ceiling panels would be the answer to our heat 
loss. It is for this reason that we have changed from rock wool to 
Donnaconna and consider we will have a tight job ana remove heat 
escapement by using this material. 


There is going to be considerable work in addition to actually 
puttin, the Donnaconna on.

The Department is aware that a proper heating system is necessary 
in this school. At the present time we have only four classrooms heated 
with old Army Camp coal-burning stoves, which must be replaced at once. 
There is no heat in the Assembly Room nor in the wing which will be used 
for girls' and boys' wash room, teachers' office, teachers' wash room and 
store room. The fact that this building has been up for a year with no 
heat in this portion of the building has permitted dampness to deteriorate 
the structure, and this will become serious unless heating is installed 


within the next few months. 


When this building was built by the Surveys and Engineering Branch 
it was planned for a central heating system and cannot be heated other- 
wise. In addition to this we have been unable to install any plumbing 
to date for lack of heat as the pipes would only freeze during the cold 


weather and destroy the installation. 


Recently Mr. Hargreaves was here from Ottawa inspecting the 
Residential School heating system and I asked him if he would inspect 
the Day School and also examine the plans and specifications which I 
had had prepared for the heating plant, pointing out to Mr. Hargreaves 
that I was not personally qualified to make a recommendation without 
technical advice. Mr. Hargreaves informed me that he had not been sent 
here to deal with the Indian Day School but now that he was here he 
would look at the school and also the specifications and then if the 
Department wished any advice upon his return to Q@ttawa, he would be 
very glad to assist them in any way he could. I would therefore request 
the Department to call Mr. Hergreaves on the 'phone and ask him to come 
over and give you expert advice on the recommendations which I am 
submitting in respect to the heating of this school. I am sure he will 


be glad to help you. 


I called for local tenders for this work but there is nobody in

As mentioned in the memorandum referred to, our Mr, Her- 
greaves on a recent visit to Alert Bay, examined the heating plans 
which were prepared by the Crane Company Limited for the ebove 
school, and commented in detail to Indian Superintendent Todd, 


It is felt that the price submitted by Messers Westerlund 
and Westerlund for the installation of this work is fair and reason- 
able, and if the work is installed according to the plans, bearin, 
in mind several points brought to Mr, Todd's attention, there ad 
seem to be no reason why this system should not preve satisfactory, 
It might be well to stress the importance of using circulating pumps 
equal to those made by Bell and Gossett, S.A, Armstrong Company, or 
Minneapolis Honeywell Company, 


Pumps made by any one of the above mentioned firms are 
specifically designed to positively operate against the required 
head which is an important consideration in forced hot water heating, 


It should be pointed out that the ceiling of the Day School 
is anything but tight, During his visit to this building, our officer 
climbed through an access door into the ceiling space and found that 
the ceiling was very porous, full of cracks and admitted a great deal 
of light, which is a true indication that the heat loss through this 
ceiling would be abnormal in the wintertime, Rock wool either in 
loose or batt form should be laid between the ceiling joists over the 
ceiling or its equivalent in fibre board applied directly to the 
ceiling, 


Since Mr, Todd hed no specific data at the time of our 
officers visit with regard to the sewage disposal system, we are unable 
to effer worthwhile comment, It is felt however, that if the scheme 
verbally outlined by Mr, Todd to our officer and referred to in Major 
Mackay's memorandum is followed, this part of the work would be satis- 
factory,

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of August 2nd 
t, file #6-1l-3, in which you informed ne as follows: “With 
rd to the automatic hot water heating system proposed, owing 
the cost the Department is umable to favorably consider the 
ndere submitted, and consequently it will be necessery to heat 
the buildings with oil stoves for another yeer as wes done previously." 


It is regretted that a special effort was not made to provide 
a proper heating system for this school, With rogard to hesting the 
buildings with of] stoves for another year as you suggest, I must 
point out this school hee never been heated with ofl stoves but rather <<t_ 
four old, rusty, worn-out Army Camp coal heaters, which no longer car 
be used end must be repleced as the crates in the stoves are no longer 
eafe. All the heat we have had in this school to date is the four 
stoves, one in each classroom. The assembly room, wash rooms, teachers’ 
office and storeroom have no heat instelled and there are no chimneys 
in the building whereby individual stoves can be set up without building 
a chimney. 


We are now proceeding with the installation of the plumbing and 
this and the sewerage system cannot be used unless heat is provided 
in this building, as the plumbing would freeze up. There is another 
bad feature. Unless heat is installed in the rest of the school, that 
part of our building is going to deteriorate so badly thet we will have 
& mjor repair job on our hands. The V-joint is slready bulging. All 
I can do is report these matters as they are. 


It seems to me thet for the sake of economy end to protect this 
new building from deterioretion, where we have « very large investment, 
we should go all out and provide adequate heeting and complete the 
construction of this school, even though we hed to transfer funds from 
some other source, When Wr. Hargreeves was here from Ottawa, I asked

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him to give me a rou hy approximate estimate of whet he thought it 
would cost to put a proper heating system in this school, snd he 
informed me it would be in the neighbourhood of $7,000.00. When 
we obtained a figure from Mr. Westerlund of $4,984.00, I felt we 
were getting an installation at a reasonable price, 


Unless a central heating unit to heat this school is installed 
before the cold weather sete in we are g0ing to he feced with replecing 
the four present stoves with ofl burners at an Spproximate cost of 
$400.00, which will only provide heat for four classrooms and not for 
any other part of the school, 


I am again recomne: ent reconsider the 
installation of a centre ommended, but failing 
purchase four new oil burning 
mi elso authority to build chimneys 
re of three more oil burners, and 


operating in the 
to be definitely very high, and even 
vith this number of stoves there is no way that I can assure that the 
Plumbing will not freese due to being unable to distribute the heat 
owing to the plan of the building, 


We have submitted through School Inspector Davey a daily report 
of the temperatures in the various «élagsrooms where we had these old 
Army Camp heaters durin last term; end this report alone should 
indicate to the epartment that the building is not adequately heated, 
nor is it safe in the interests of the children's health to have them 
sitting in classroons uncer these conditions, 


I heve now reported the matter as it is and cannot take any 
further responsibility should we be feced with a lot of illness in 
this school during the next term through lack of adequate heating.

This is to advise you Mr. Westerlund, to whom the 
Department gave contracts to insulate with Donnaconna Valle 
board the ceilings in the two Teacherages anc the Alert Bay 
Indian Dey School, es well as laying new edge-grained Fir 
floors in the Day School, has completed the work and has mede 
a very excellent job. 


In order to put insulation or the ceilings it war 
necessery to lower all the light receptacles the thickness 
of the Donnaconna, This in itself was quite a lot of extra 
vork. The insulation and new floors have improved the school 
considerably and I am very pleased with the results of ovr 
decision to have this work done. 


In order to preserve the floors it is necessary that 
they be well oiled before being used due to the sand and dirt 


being tracked into the school. 


All doors within the building had to be rer oved and the 


thickness of the flooring cut off the bottom of the doors. There 


was quite a lot of extre work in moving supplies anc equipment 
but Mr. Westerlund absorbed this extra expense and charged no 
extra on the contract for doing 80. 


It would be eppreciated if the cheques covering these 
contracts could te forwarded at an early date as “r. Westerlund 
hes hed to pay his men @éna certain materials for the job. It 
wes requested under date of June 20th lest that accountable

ipt of your letter of August and 
last, file #6-11-3, 4nformed me as follows: “With 
regard to the automat , eating system proposed, owing 
to the cost the Departmen ) avorably consider the 
tenders submitted, and consequently it will be necessary to heat 
the buildings with oil stoves for another year as was done previously." 


It is regretted that a special effort was not made to provide 

a proper heating system for this school. With regard to heating the 
buildings with oil stoves for another yeer a8 you suggest, I must “ 
point out this school has never been heated with oil stoves but rather yuan 
four old, rusty, worn-out Army Camp coal heaters, which no longer can 

be used and must be repleced as the grates in the stoves are no longer 
safe. All the heat we have had in this school to date is the four 

stoves, one in each classroom. The assembly room, wash rooms, teachers' 
office and storeroom have no heat installed and there are no chimney® 

in the building whereby individual stoves can be set up without pbuilding 

a chimney. 


We are now proceeding with the installation of the plumbing and 
this and the sewerage system cannot be used unless heat is provided 

in this building, 48 the plumbing would freeze UP. There is another 
bad feature. Unless heat is installed in the rest of the school, that 
part of our building is going to deteriorate 8° badly that we will have 
a major repair job on our hands. The V-joint is already bulging. All 
I can do is report these matters as they are. 


It seems to me that for the sake of economy and to protect this 
new building from deterioration, where we have a very large investment, 
we should go all out and provide adequa te heating and complete the 
construction of this school, even though we had to transfer funds from 
some other source. When Mr. Hargreaves was here from Ottawa, I asked 


Petee 
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him to give me a rough, approximate estimate of what he thought it 
would cost to put a proper heating system in this school, snd he 
informed me it would be in the neighbourhood of $7,000.00. When 
we obtained a figure from Mr. Westerlund of $4,984.00, I felt we 
were getting an installation at a reasonable price. 


Unless a central heating unit to heat this school is installed 
before the cold weather sets in we are going to be faced with replacing 
the four present stoves with oil burners at an approximate cost of 
$400.00, which will only provide heat for four classrooms and not for 
any other part of the school, 


I am again recommending that the Department reconsider the 
installation of a central heating unit as recommended, but failing 
this I am requesting authority to purchase four new oil burning 
heaters for the four classrooms, and also authority to build chimneys 
on the rest of the school to take care of three more oil burners, and 
authority to purchase the oil burners for this part of the school, 
This will mean that we will have seven oil burners operating in the 
school, and the cost is going to be definitely very high, and even 
with this number of stoves there is no way that I can assure that the 
plumbing will not freeze due to being unable to distribute the heat 
owing to the plan of the building. 


We have submitted through School Inspector Davey a daily report 
of the temperatures in the various classrooms where we had these old 
Army Camp heaters during last term; and this report alone should 
indicate to the Department that the building is not adequately heated, 
nor is it safe in the interests of the children's health to have them 
sitting in classrooms under these conditions. 


I have now reported the matter as it is and cannot take any 
further responsibility should we be faced with a lot of illness in 
this school during the next term through lack of adequate heating.

RE: ALER 


Under date of August 10th last I submitted a further report 
in respect to the heating of the Alert Pay Indian Day School, pointing 
out we used four old Army Camp coaleburning heaters during lest term 
to heat four classrooms only. I also pointed out thet the rest of the 
building had no heat in it. 


The present stoves are worn out and most be replaced. The rainy, 
cold weather is now with us and some decision will have to be made in 
respect to heating this school. A great deal of time was spent to 
ascertain the best method of heating this school. Plans were drawn, 
estimate of the cost obtained,and the equipment to make the installation 
is available and could be installed within four weeks, after approval 
was received from Ottewa. 


Possibly I heave not given the Department as much information 
as is necessary to assist then in arriving at e decision, and es some- 
thing must be done to heat this school, I am writing you more fully, 
If the Department cannot see their way clear to install a central 
heating plant as recommended, it will be necessary to provide the 
following as a temporarymasure. Purchase seven large circulating 
oil-burning heaters and erect three temporary chimneys at an estimated 
cost of $1100.00. This could only be considered & temporary measure 
as the seven stoves will not adequately heat the school due to the 
plan of the building. 


There has been no adequate heat in parte of this building for 
two years with the result that the V-joint is beginning to bulge in 
places and I am afraid unless e proper heating system ie installed, 
this fine new building will be damaged through lack of heat. Here 


on the Coast the climate is very damp and any building requires heat 
to keep it from deteriorating. 


PeteOe 
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On the other hand, if the Department proceeds with the 
installation of a central heeting plant it will be a permanent 
installation and the money spent as a temporary measure for oil- 
burning heaters would go e considerable ways towards reducing the 
cost of the perwanent installation. We have also purchased most 
of the materials for the furnace room which is extra expense and 
will be of no value to us unless the central heating plant is 
installed in the furnace room we are providing. 


In addition to this it is going to be very costly to operate 
seven oil-burning stoves whereas if we had a central heating unit 
one furnace would heat the whole building and thus reduce our cost 
of operating at least half. 


I mentioned in my report of August 10th that Mr. Hargreaves 
had seen the plan es well as the building, and although he informed 
me he had no instructions from his office to make any recommendation 
in respect to the heating of the Day School and, therefore, could 
not officially do so without being requested but, however, felt as 
he was here he should give us any assistance he could under the cir- 
cumstances, and stated he would be very glad to advise our Department 
if they wished to refer the matter to him upon his return to Ottawa, 
Knowing that Mr. Hargreaves was an expert on heating, I asked him 
what his opinion was as to cost of this heating plant. After he had 
examined the plan and visited the school he informed me privately in 
all probability it would cost the Department roughly $7,000.00 for a 
complete installation. later when I was eble to obtain a tender from 
Mr. Westerlund for an amount considerably less than this, I felt we 
were getting an exceptionally good offer. 


Four classroams are now in fullsession with an attendance of 
some 125 children, There is no heat in the school, Some children 
are walking approximately a mile to the school, and on cold rainy days 
it is not in the best interests of their health to have to sit in school 
with wet clothes and no heat. I cannot purchase fuel pending the 
Department's decision as to what type of heating is to be used. 


It would be appreciated if the Depertment could give us a 
definite answer, preferably by wire. If you decide to install the 
central heating system as recommended and accept Mr. Westerlund' offer 
and would wire me eccordingly, we could have the installation completed 
in appromimately four weeks' time. It would be more economical to make 
the permanent installation and at the same time preserve the structure 
and provide adequate heating for this large enrolment of students. 


Would the Department please consider this matter urgent end advise 
me their decision at the earliest convenience. 2 ,

(1) Scope of Work 

The work to be done includes; the excavating of 1310 
lineal feet of trench, the laying of 580 lineal feet of six 
inch diameter vitrified tile pipe and 730 lineal feet of cast 
iron pipe and backfilling of these trenches, the construction 
of four man holes and one septic tank. 

Excavating 

The Contractor shall excavate to the dimensions and 
depths indicated or required. The trenches for pipe line shell 
be open cuts excavated along straight lines; these shall have 
a minimum of six inches between the outside of the pipe body 
and the side of the trench or bracing, with a minimum width of 
trench of two feet. Additional excavation shell be made under 
bell ends to allow for caulking and to give the pipe a uniform 
bearing. 

Excavations below depths indicated without specific 
directions shall be refilled to the proper grade with thoroughly 
compacted suitable fill. All additional work of this nature 
shall be at the contractor's expense. 

Backfilling in Trenches 

The backfilling of trenches shall progr 
as the construction and testing of the work shall permit. 
Approved fill, free from vegetable matter, shall first be 
compacted firmly and evenly on both sides of the pipe in 
six inch layers to a depth of one foot over top of the 
In tamping around pipes, care shall be taken to avoid unequal 
lateral pressure. The earth to the height specified above 
shall be carefully thrown in with shovels and not dumped. 

The remainder of the trenches shall be backrilled in dry 
well-rammed one foot layers. Trenches shall be crowned to 


allow for settlement.

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Filling Against New Concrete 


Filling against the septic tank and man holes or 
other new concrete shall not commence until 14 clear days 
have elapsed from time of pouring. Backfill shall be free 
from vegetable matter or large boulders and shall be 


thoroughly consolidated by ramming in one foot layers. 
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a. Cement - The type of cement used shall be normal 
Portland cement and shall be in good condition. 
Water - The water for mixing shall be clean and fresh 
and free from oil, acid, salt, alkali, and organic 
matter. 
Aggregate - (1) Fine aggregate shall consist of 
natural sand having hard strong durable uncoated 
particles, 
Coarse aggregate shall consist of 
natural gravel having hard strong, 
durable pieces free from adherent coatings and vegetable 
Matter. The maximum size of coarse agereg > shall 
inch. 
portions and Mixing of Concrete - All concrete 
shall be proportioned by volumetric easurement to 
the proportions of one sack (Canadian) Portland 
cement to two cubic feet of fine aggregate 
cubic feet of coarse ageregate. In order to obtein 
proper workability and a smooth, dense, hemogeneous, 
plastic mixture free from Segregation, the exact 
division of the total aggregate between fine and 
coarse may be varied from the approximate ratios 
above specified. In ny event, however, the sum of 
the volumes of the fine and Coarse agg1 ate, measured 
for each sack of cement Shall not

cement she I xceed seven imperial gallons. 
Mixing - All concrete shall be machine mixed. The 
contractor shall provide at the site of the work an 
improved type of batch mixer and measuring device for 


accurate measurement of f * and the aggregate 
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ingredients. The minimum time of mixing, after all 
materials including water are in the mixer, shall be 
one and one-half minutes. 
2. Reinforcing 
All reinforcing shall, when placed, be free from scale, 
grease, clay, and other coatings, and foreign substances that 
would reduce or destroy the bond. 
a. Reinforcing bars shall be corrugated round of inter- 


mediate grade structural steel. 


Forms shall be built true to line and grade; they shall 
be of wood and shall be mortar tight and sufficiently rigid to 
prevent displacement or sagging between supports. Responsibility 
for their adequacy shall rest with the contractor. Knot holes 
and broken pieces on wood forms shall be covered with metal 
patches. All form work shall be provided with adequate clean- 
out openings to permit easy Cleaning after all reinforcement 
has been placed. All forms shall be constructed so that they 
can be removed without hammering or prying against the concrete. 

4. Placing Reinforcement 

All reinforcing bars shall be placed as indicated in 
the plan together with all necessary wire ties and other devices 
required to install and secure the reinforcing properly. 

a. Reinforcement shall be formed to the dimensions 
indicated. Cold bends shall be made eround a pin 
having a diameter not less than four times the least 
diameter of the bar. Heating of reinforcement for 
bending shall not be allowed. All reinforcement shall 
be accurately placed and secured and shall be supported 
by concrete or metal chairs or by spacers or by metal 
hangers. 

Splicing - All splices shall overlap by at least one 

foot. Adjacent bars shall not be spliced at the same 

point. The lapped ends of the bars shall be separated 


to develop the entire bond strength of each bar. 
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de Conveyance and Placing 

a. Conveying - Concrete shall be conveyed from the mixer 
to the forms as rapidly as practicable by methods 
which will prevent segregation and loss of ingredients. 
It shall be deposited as nearly as practical to its 
final position to avoid rehandlings. The concrete shall 
not be discharged directly from chutes into forms. All 
concrete shall be deposited as soon as practical after 
forms have been set up and reinforcing placed. It 
shell be placed before initial set, and in any event, 
not later than 20 minutes after mixing. In no case 
shall concrete which has partially set or concrete 
which has been remixed with the addition of cement or 
water be used in the work. Concrete which has been 
segregated in conveying shall be wasted. 
Placing - All concrete shall be placed in the dry. 
It shall be deposited in approximately horizontal layers. 
The method of depositing concrete shall be such as to 
avoid displecing the reinforcing. The concrete shall 
be compacted by tamping or puddling either manually or 
by machine in an approved manner. Concrete shall not be 
poured through the reinforcing steel as in walls of 
septic tank and/or manholes in such cases, hoppers or 
other approved means shall be used to prevent segregation. 

6. Protection and Curing 

a. General Requirements - Concrete shall be adequately 
protected from injurious action by the sun, heavy rains, 
flowing water, frost and mechanical injury and shall 
not be allowed to dry out from the time it is placed 
until the expiration of the minimum curing period 
specified in these specifications. 

b. Curing - Wood forms shall be left in place for a period 
of seven days and they shall be kept sufficiently damp 
at all times to prevent opening at the joints and drying 


out of the concrete. The temperature of the air in 
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contact with the concrete shall not be less than 50° F. 
for a period of not less then seven days after placing. 
Heating of the concrete in place shall be affected by 
salamanders or steam coils under canvas covers or by 
other approved means. The temperature shall not exceed 
100° F., and adequate moisture shall be applied to the 
concrete surface during the h ating period to prevent 
its drying out. 
Removal of forms - All form work should be left intact 
for a period of 14 days after placing of concrete. 
7. Construction Joints 

All construction joints in walls or floors shall be 

constructed to ensure strong, dense concrete at the joint. 

The surface shall be cleaned and roughened and shall be broomed 

with a neat cement grout immediately before the new concrete 

is deposited. All reinforcing steel shall be cleaned and in 


good repair before pouring is resumed. 
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(a) General - All vitrified tile pipe used shall be hard 
burned clay and salt glazed. It shall be free from 
cracks or blemishes and shall be of the bell and 
spigot type. 

Laying - The bottom of the trench shall be to grade 
for at least 25 feet ahead before laying of pipe is 
commenced. The bell holes shall be dug at least 
eight or ten feet in advance of pipe laying and shall 
be of such size that the jointer can pass his hand 
entirely under and around the front of the bell. 
Each pipe shall be set accurately to grade and 

line and the laying shall commence at the low point 
of grade and proceed upwards. 

Jointing - Before a pipe is laid the lower part of 
the bell shall be plastered on the inside with a 
stiff mortar of equal parts of Portland cement and 
sand of sufficient thickness to bring the inner 
bottoms of the abutting pipe flush and even. After 
the pipe is laid the remainder of the bell shall be 
thoroughly filled with similar mortar and the joint 
wiped inside and finished with a smooth bevel outside. 
Water shall not be allowed to stand in the bell-hole 
after the pipe is cemented. If liable the bell-hole 
shall be filled with sand and well tamped. Water 
shall not be allowed to run through the pipe for at 


least three days after the last joint has been made. 
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(a) General - All cast iron pipe and fittings shall be 
uncoated, sound, cylindrical, and smooth, free from 
cracks, sand holes and other defects and of uniform 
thickness and of the grede known in commerce as medium. 
All cast iron pipe shall be of the bell and spigot type. 
Pipe, including the hub, shall not weigh less than an 
average of 14 pounds per foot. 

Laying - The bottom of the trench shall be to grade 
for at least 100 feet ahead before laying of pipe is 
commenced. The bell holes shall be dug at least 
three pipe lengths in advance of pipe laying, and 
shall be of such size that the fitter can pass his 
hand entirely under and around the front of the bell. 
Each pipe length shall be set accurately to grade and 
line and the laying shall commence at the low point 
of the grade and proceed upwards. 

(c) Jointing - Before jointing the pipe the bell and spigots 
of all joints shall be thoroughly cleaned, two rings 
of jute shall be placed around the spigot, the ends 
of the jute shall be butted together on opposite sides 
of the pipe and not on top or bottom. The pipe shall 
be centered and the end of the spigot shall be solid 
against the hub of the bell. The jute shall be caulked 
in an approved manner with a yarning iron and hammer 
leaving a uniform depth to the hub of 2% inches. 

Before placing the runner the joint shall be 
thoroughly cleaned. The joint shall be poured with 
lead or similar approved jointing material and finished 


in an approved manner.

With reference to Major Mackay's memorandum of July llth 
bearing your notation of the 13th instant in connection with the 
above, you are advised as follows:- 


As mentioned in the memorandum referred to, our Mr, Har- 
greaves on 4 recent visit to Alert Bay, examined the heating plans 
which were prepared by the Crane Company Limited for the above 
school, and commented in detail to Indian Superintendent Todd, 


It is felt that the price submitted by Messers Westerlund 
and Westerlund for the installation of this work is fair and reason- 
able, and if the work is installed according to the plans, bearing 
in mind several points brought to Mr, Todd's attention, there would 
seem to be no reason why this system should not prove satisfactory, 
It might be well to stress the importance of using circulating pumps 
equal to those made by Bell and Gossett, S,A, Armstrong Company, or 
Minneapolis Honeywell Company, 


Pumps made by any one of the above mentioned firms are 
specifically designed to positively operate against the required 
head which is an important consideration in forced hot water heating, 


It should be pointed out that the ceiling of the Day School 
is anything but tight, During his visit to this building, our officer 
climbed through an access door into the ceiling space and found that 
the ceiling was very porous, full of cracks and admitted a great deal 
of light, which is a true {ndication that the heat loss through this 
ceiling would be abnormal in the wintertime, Rock wool either in 
loose or batt form should be laid between the ceiling joists over the 
ceiling or its equivalent in fibre board applied directly to the 
ceiling, 


Since Mr, Todd had no specific data at the time of our 
officers visit with regard to the sewage disposal system, we are unable 
to offer worthwhile comment, It is felt however, that if the scheme 
verbally outlined by Mr, Todd to our officer and referred to in Major 
Mackay's memorandum is followed, this part of the work would be satis- 
factory,

The first point to establish is whether 
these are American or Canadian Indians; if the former, they 
have no claim on the Department; if recognized as Canadian 
Indians and they have enough children to justify the estab- 
lishment of a school, their needs should be attended to- 
Then the question of the class of school to be established 
there arises, whether a boarding or day. If the former, a 
higher per capita grant than is usimlly made would be ne- 
Cessary to mset the incraased cost of supplies and if a day 
school a higher salary than is usually paid would he needed 
to secure the services of a teacher.

I have the hener te inclese herewith duplicate ef a letter 
sedated Getle-the bev eetten 6akins 04.4 ae 
In leeking ever the jeint repert ef Rev.Mr.@reenand myself, 
dated 14th instant written at,and ferwarded frem,Vanceuver,I 
find that we emitted mentiening that we met Father Allard en 
eur return frem Atlin and had a leng talk with him being 
impressed with his earnestness and the practical manner in 
which he viewed the work prepesed fer the advencement ef the 
Indians amenget whem he has been werking as missionary,etc. 
It will be seen that he gives the number ef Imiiane at Atlin 
as S4,while the mumber given by Chief Taku Jack to Mr.G@reen 
and myself was made up as follews ; adults,men 20,women,20; 
children,boys 32,girls,14 = 86. I consider Father Allard's 
request most reasonable mans and recomend the favourable 
consideration ef the same. I may state that at Atlin rough 
lumber can be purchased for $32.00 per M,and dressed at $40.00 
per M.

The Atlin Indians whom yeu visited en the i7th ef July last 
numbered 84 persons. There are 43 adults and 41 children of 
whom 24 are of school age. The Testiin Indians inhabiting 80 
miles from here are of the same tribe ani are bleod relations 
to the Atlin Indians. The Testlin Indians number 64. There are 
40 adultes and 2% children ef whom 13 are ef school age. Yeu 
are aware,Sir,ef the Atlin Indians’ desire to have a Roman 
Cathelic School. Now I have just returned from a trip to 
Testlin,and I am glad to say that it is a rather easy matter 
to get the few Testlin children to attend the Atlin school. 
Already the Great Ohief of the tribe and the Testlin Chief's 
only sons both residing in Testlin have been intrusted to my 
care for the next sohool year. Now,this is the situation which 
calls for imuediate goverment help. There are in this dis- 
trict 37 children ef school age. Last year in July I opened a 
school for them,a maximua ef 24 pupils ami an average of 14 
attended school for the first three months. When the first 
three months were over in september,the Indians went to the 
weods for trapping furs. Most of them remained in the woods 
the whole winter,many even did not come back till June. Under 
such conditions aim school is impossible unless the pupils 
are taught ,fed and cared for in the school itself. This is 
what I have dene in September last year. I took nime pupils 


with me. I taught and fed them,ani cared for them during the 
whole year. To maintain such an institution,I begged for alms 


in ami out of Atlin. The same school system is the only 


practical 


‘ la at j 
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practioal one for the coming year,and this time it is not only 
nine pupils but at least 20 pupils that mist be taught ,fed and 
cared for. Such work mist be carried on in 4 convenient build- 
ing. Suoh work cannot be carried on without the oo-operation 
of two teachers ami a cook. I therefore entreat you, Sir,to 
previde the Atlin and Testiin Indians with a school and some 
support. The erection of 4 sohool in which over 30 children 
oan be taught and cared for,would cest in this country at 
least three thousand dollars ,pmevided yet the Indians helped 
in doing the work. The season is too far advanced to put up 
such a building in time for sohool opening this year. There~ 
fore,I beg your department to allow at least two hunired and 
fifty dollars ($250.) for school rent thie year. With regard 
to school suppert ,I wish to inform you that at least 20 pupils 
will this year be taught »fed and cared for in the Atlin 
school. New since sixty dollars per capita is considered & 
reasonable support where provisions can be had cheaper,I hope 
a special ami greater al lowance shall be made fer Atlin where 
viotuale cost nearly twice as mich ae in south weatern British 
Columbia. Remark, There wae in Atlin last winter 6 teacher who 
many a time begged the white people to lend him their dege in 
erder to send one of his pupils efter some wild meat. The same 
teacher also many & time stretched out a beggar's hand en- 
treating white people to help him buying flour,beans,cetc. ,for 
himself and his pupils. At last the white people universally 
signed a petition urging the government to support the Atiin 
Indian school & ite teacher. I hope ,Sir,you will attend to 
this matter & previde us in time with a rented school and a 
reasonable suppert for 20 pupils thie year.Meanwhile ,8ir,1 
want the subject to be laid before your department for the 


grant of an Indian Reserve in this district ,and the erection 


of a convenient scheol 4f not this fall,at least early next 
summer.

this number of chdddren as boarders be erected. 

He also askg to be allowed at least $2650 Zor 
of the building they are at present Ocoupying. 

Mr. Superintendent Vowell status that in loding 
Over the joint report of himsel? and Mr. Green, xhighxts 
mektxketerexmex he considers Father Allard's request wost 
Teagonable andi recommends it to the favourable consider 
ation of the Department. 

Wo stated amount is given for either the build 
ing or the per capita gramt, but Father Allard gays, that 
ag everythiag vosts twice as much there as in the other 
portions of the provinee, a wuch larger gran: would be 
Necessary. Mr. VOwell gives the cost of rough lumber 
at $32 Per M aad dressed lumber at $40 per UW at Atlin, 


Mr. Yoweodl and Mz. Groom state in their report 


that 
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that owing to the nomadio habits of these Indians 
a day school would be of little use ana they strongly 
Tecommend that the Rev.. Father Allard's Praisevorthy 
efforts be supported by the DePartment and that a grant 
be made for the eraction of a bOarding sohood at that 
place. 

I find, on referring to provious correspond 
emee On Pile 296776 that a similar application was 
made through Mre Sloan, ¢hen member “or this district, 
upon which you made a memorandum to the Minister, setting 
out that the first point +o be decided was whothor they 
are Amerioan or Canadian Indians and also as to their 
religious belief, whether Protestant or Catholice These 
two points are not referred to in the joint report, al~ 
though it may bo taken forg@anted that ,»had they been 
Amerioan or Protestant Indians, thoy would havo mention= 
ed the fact. If the Dopartmens allows Father Allard 
tO continue receiving and maintaining Indian children, 
he will expect to bo paid for their support, but before 
godng to any expense in the erection of budldings it would 
be well for the Department to deodde whothor those In« 
dians are ripe for boarding school education. Mr. Yowoll 
remarks that he knows o2 many Indians in British Columbia 
who are doing fairly yell in their uneducated stato, The 
confinommnt and change of lifs might have a serious effect 
upon their health and it would be well to oOnsider this 


fully before the Department comnits itsolf.

Deputy Superintendent General. 


I think it is sufficiently clear that Canadian Indians 
resort to Atlin and receive tuition in the School established by Father 
Allard at that place, and with this understanding I made my recommendat~ 
ion of the [8th instant. We can, however, when corresponding with the 
Victoria Office about the proposed grant emphasize this point. I would 
Ppropose,if this grant is approved of, to write a letter that will 
preclude any claims for a Boarding School grant; which I am convinoed 
should not be paid for this School. If we have a Roman Catholic Day 
School at Atlin and a Church of England Day School at Teslin Lake the 


needs of that district will be fairly met.

MEMORANDUM: 


Dgputy Superintendent General. 


Pursuant to the conversation which I held with the 
Minister the other day as regards the School at Atlin, B.C., I beg 
to report that if you think it advisable to give any assistance to 
this School it might be accorded the most favorable treatment that 
we would give to a Day School, namely, a salary of $500.00 per annum 
and say $200.00 for the rental of the building in which the School 
is now conducted. This grant could be made for the current yeer 


without pledging the Department as to what course will be taken next 


xX 
year. I think at the same time you should give Father Allard to 


understand very @early that we do not favor the establislment of 
Boarding Schools in these outlying districts, and cannot consent to 
give anything toward the erection of buildings for a Boarding School 
nor any assistance in the way Of a regular per capita grant. It is 
most important that we should be firm with these Missionaries, who 


are endeavoring to force their views of Indian education upon us.

a copy of a communication addressed to you by the Rev. Pather

per capita grant to maintain them, I beg to say that the 
_Dspartment @aanot eatertain this proposition, and you 

should inform Father Allard that it has no intention of 
recognizing or contributing towards the maintenance ofa 
poarding school at Atlin anu that thie deoleion is final. 

The Department is, however, prepare. to afford the 
most Lavourabloe treatnent to a day sohood there and will 
aliow a salary of $500 per annum and $200 ‘or the rental 
of the building in which the sohool is sonduoted. 

The cont&manee of this grant will be conta&ngent 
upon the results obtained at the sohool next yert. 
This arrangement may go into effeot from January 1, 
last, ond payment will be made quarterly upen receipt of the 


usual day school returns and a voucher for the quarter's rent.

I have to ask you to be good enough to favour the 
Department with full reports upon the work being conducted 
at the Atlin school, The returns show that the enroluent 
and attendance have considerably decreased since the grant 

first made in January of last yeur. As thal tine tuere 
enrolled with an averase attendance of £0 
the last return shows an enrolment of only 14 with an 
verage of 8. The Department considers that, in view of 


the conditions at this point, this enrolment is compara- 


tively low, as there were reported to be at ioast 37 chlldren 


of awe in the neighvorhood of the school, 
Be good enough, thereiore, to send in 


report on the work at this school.

forAuly, i left elegraph Creek on the fifth and arrived in 
lin on the evening of the tenth, inspected school on the 
eleventh and found that the attendance had dwindled from 
twelve to three, and after careful investigation 1 concluded 
that the fault lay entirely with the School Master who did not 
keep regular hours and closed the school whenever he desired 
an outing, but in his report he claimed to have had the school 
open every day during the past month, 1 visited the different 
families with children and induced them to send their children 
back assuring them that the mtter would be submitted to 
head quarters and a proper teacher substituted as i did not 
wish to close the school owing to the fact that it would take 
such a long time to get a new master in and the term would 
close on Uctober fifteenth. ‘the result was that when 1 left 
there were eight children in attendance and 1 hope that matters 
may improve until a better man can be foun.

The Rev. Jos. Allard, 0O.M.I., who is a brother 
of the Rev. Father BE. Allard of the Cassiar R.C. Mission, is 
in charge of the Atlin R.C. Mission located in Indian Town 
Atlin. 


Practically all the Indians here belong to his 
Church, and as usual, 4 call is always paid the Rev. Father 
when this end of the Agency is visited. 


Yesterday it was discovered he has started a small 
Mission Day School of his own, and has a Miss Conroy, whose 
parents live in the Town, in charge of same, and the children 
are receiving some benefit from the schooling. 


Enclosed is submitted a letter received from the 
Rev. Father requesting aid for the school, and that he might be 
granted permission to take two of the children, i.e., Helen age 
16 and Louis age 13 of the David Johnson Indian Family, to 
Skagway this winter for further schooling there, under the 
Sisters care. 


The question of taking Canadian Indian Children to 
Skagway, S.&. Alaska, for schooling purposes, came up for atten- 
tion last Fall, and the Rev. Father was instructed to obtain 
the Department's permission, ere such steps were taken, and this 
he seems to be now doing in the attached letter. 


Therefore the matter is submitted for your consider- 
ation, as there will be no expense attached to these children 
going to Skagway perhaps it micht be considered possible for 
them to be schooled at that point. The parents were interviewed, 
and they of course, were only too glad for their children to 
attend a school no further away than Skagway, and it is expected 
that if these children are allowed that privilege, other 
families will claim the same favour. 


The new idea of using a local School mistress is very 
good, and his request of $100.00 for the year (summer) is reason- 
able. 


May the Rev. Father be written to direct, as my visit 
to this end of the Agency is now drawing to a close, and there 
will not be time enough to recsive your reply ere leaving.

Dear Sir: 


I have the honor to refer to Departmental letter 
dated January 7, 1933, No.158-4-1, in regard to the inability 
of the Departmnt to comply with the request of Rev. Jos. Allard, 
O.M.I., Atlin, B.C., for a grant toward the salary of a teacher 
to conduct a day school for the benefit of the Indians at Atlin. 
In this connection I now beg to transmit herewith copy of a 
letter received from Mr. Harper Reed, Indian Agent at Telegraph 
Creek, Stikine Agency, dated July 20th, ultimo, the same being 
accompanied with original of a letter addressed to the Secretary, 
Indian Affairs, Carada, by Rev. Father Allard, this letter being 
sent herewith, and both communications will be self explanatory. 
Perhaps the Department would be kind enough to consider the 
representations made in these letters and advise me of ita 
decision so that I may be in a position to reply to Mr. Agent 
Reed's communication. I may say that if it can be made possible 
I would like to support the effort which Father Allard is endeavor- 
ing to make in connection with his work in the Atlin district. 
The Department will be aware that there is very great demand for 
some progressive civilizing work in the northern part of British 
Columbia in the vicinity of the Yukon, particularly in the Stikine 
Agency, and I feel if at all possible we should do everything 
possible to encourage the promotion of organized life amongst the 
nomadic Indians of that northern territory,where conditions are 
anything but satisfactory. It is greatly to the credit of the 
Roman Catholic Church authorities that they are endeavoring to 
take hold of a very difficult situation in that area and I feel I 
should lend every reasonable support where the prospective work 
shows promise of success.

I have your No. 15/12/30550 of the 4th 
instant, enclosing copy of «a communication which you 
received from Mr. Harper Reed, Indian Agent, Telegraph 
Creek, accompanied by the original of a letter from 
Rev. Jose Allard, 0. M. Ie, requesting that a grant be 
provided towards the salary of a teacher for the summer 
months at the school which is being conducted at Atlin 
for the benefit of the Indian children at that point. 


The Department has had a similar request from 
Father Allard. He was informed that, as our Approp- 
riation thie year had been so greatly reduced, it would 
not be possible to provide the grant asked for to give 
any assistance this present summer. The Department has 
found it necessary to close a number of Indian swmer 
schools this year. In addition, a number of regular 
Indian day schools will be discontinued for the coming 
school year. I regret that it will not be possible to 
provide the funds required to assist in the conducting 
of a day school at Atlin this year. 


With reference to the request made by Father 
Allard for a grant towards the tuition of Indian child- 
ren at a school conducted by the Rev. Sisters at 
Skagway, I have to say that it is not the practice to 
allow grante for the education of Indian children who 
are enrolled at institutions outside of Canada. The 
Department is aware of the services and interest being 
taken by Father Allard in the Indians at Atlin, but 
it is regretted that, owing to present financial con- 
ditions, it is not possible to provide any financial 
assistance.

educational needs of the Indians of Bella Bells,8.C., and 
to request the aid of the Government in meeting the same, 
Bella Bella is an important point on the North West 
Coast of British Columbia, centrally located; population 
319, with 52% children on the roll of the Day School +26 boys 
and 26 girls. At certain seasons the attendance ds good, 
but the work of the teacher is seriously handicapped by the 
frequent and prolonged absense of the children, who accompany 
their parents to the salmon fishing and other employments. 
Tn fact, the Day School may be said to be in effective oper 
ation only about three months in the year. 
Under these circumstances it is felt that the only way 
of dealing with the problem is by means of a Boarding 
School, where the children will be under continuous in- 
struction for at least nine months in the year. I beg, 
therefore, to make respectful application for a grant of 
$3000 (three thousand dollars) toward the erection of a 
suitable building, and a further grant of $60 (sixty dollars) 
per capita for thirty pupils. As the case is an urgent one 
it, is important that these amounts should be in +he supple- 


mentary estimates to come before, the ensuing Parliament.

T have becn piven to understand that Mr.Todd, the 
Tndian Agent, will endorse a grant, of $30. per capita from 
the Government and $30. per capita in provisions, etc, from 
the Indians; but I respectfully submit that this is an im 
possible proposition at Bella Bella, sandwiched in as it ds 
between Metlakatla and Alert Bay, each with its $120 per 
capita, although the distance to either place is very con- 
siderable. T have elsewhere expressed the xumetning opinion 
that the Indians could be induced to contribute something in 
food and clothing toward the support of their children; but 
to lay so heavy a burden upon them at the start would defeat 
the very end we have in view. 

This application will be forwarded by the Hev.Dr. 
Sutherland, General Seerctary of Missions, with such en- 
dorsation as he may be disposed to give, and I trust it will

Mr. Inspector Cairns recommends that the medical 
health officer, or doctor, for the Reserve make enquiry and 
report regarding the health of each of the pupils in the schod. 
I have, therefore, to rejuest that you will have the dootor, 
on the occasion of his next visit to the Reserve, make an 
inspection in the case of each of the children ani report 
Tegarding the condition of their health.

In view of the number of children at this school, 
the Department considers that it would be advisable for the 
teacher to have half the number of children attend in the 
morning and the balance in the afternoon. Mr. Agent Fougner 
is being so advised, 


No doubt, it is beneficial for teachers of Indian 
day schools to attend summer school, but, at the same time, 
the Department ie not prepared to insist upon this action 
in the case of any teacher who is unable to incur the neceseary 
expense. It has not been the practice of the Department to 
pay such expenses. 


It has been strongly represented to the Department 
that Inspector Barry has not been absolutely fair to Miss 
Green. In the first place, the school was inspected on a 
Saturday - May 13, 1933 - which was not a regular school 
day, and it is probable that, for this reason, the classes 
were more or lese disorganized. We have been further 
advised that, as a result of a conversation with Mr. Barry 
previous to the inspection, the teacher entered the classroom 
in a very nervous condition. As a result, it is quite likely 
her work in Mr. Barry's presence was not as satisfactory as 
reports received from other sources indicate it ia.

I anticipated the type of answer that you 
have given in regard to the erection of a new day school at Bella 
Bella and we must bow to the inevitable. There séeis to be no 
question of the need. Miss Perry, the present teacher, is carry- 
ing on her work by having different groups morning and afternoon. 
Her morning enrolment was during the last term - 29, and the after- 
noon = 40, It is expected that some of the older pupils will enter 
Residential Schools this fall, but there is a considerable group of 
younger children of school age who must be provided for. 


Would the Department consider the appointment 
of a second teacher who could, in the meantime, carry on a second 
class-room in the Council Hall? Beyond a small sum which would be 
required for seats and blackboards - which will be needed when the 
new school is built anyway - there would be only seven months' 
salary to be found out of the budget for this fiscal year. Besides, 
& teacher could be appointed on a temporary basis and the experiment 
would prove whether or not there is really a necessity for two 
teachers in the village, as Captain Barry insists.

upbringing ,is that pert played by the perents in training 
them at home out of sehool hours in the actual art of 
earning @ livelihood according to the opportunities offered 
by the locality, and the loss of such training is extremely 
lifficult to compensate in the best of Residential Schools.

We would like you to tell us the reason why 
our children are not to be taken into the Residential 
Schools. 


If the children of village are not permitted 
in the Residential Schools we want a better teacher. 


(Fault of Miss Jessup) When asked of a word not 
understood by class. (Answer) mind your own business & 
so forth. 


We send our children to school daily, but they 
are afraid of their teacher. 


We feel that they are taught English in school, 
but when they go home, the next hour they are talking 
their own language. So that makes it much harder for 
their quick learning. As if when at being in the 
Residential Schools they are strictly forbidden to speak 
their languages & only speak English, which makes their 
learning activities faster than in these day schools. There 
are a lot of more children ready to go to school here next 
term, then the day school will be packed again. 


We are sorry that our children are not accepted any- 
more in the Residential Schools, because they won't speak 
good English like those in the schools now. Last fall 
there were a lot of children ready to go to school but 
were not accepted. 


We want a Home School in the Village for the children 
over 10 years of age, if these children are not accepted 
at the Residential Schools. If you do this we will all 
volunteer to help provide with the indian food. Both 
Principals of the Residential Schools tell us that you are 
the one responsible for new pupils of Alert Bay & Sardis 
schools.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


I have read a letter from the parents of certain 
children at Bella Bella forwarded to you by Mr. Indian Agent 
Gillett under his 5753 of the 19th instant. 


I may say that I believe that Inspector Coleman 
who spoke to me on this matter has taken some action. 


In general I am aware that Mr. Indian Agent 
Gillett is in favour of sending children to Indian Residential 
Schools even when home conditions are good and there is a 
day school on the Indian Reserve. I have aplained the policy 
of the Department to him a number of times, but he appears 
very loath to accept my own suggestions. 


I understand that St, Michael's Indian Residential 
School has a long waiting list. The homes at Bella Bella are 
in the main quite good. There ma y be some orphans who should 
go to residential schools, but those with good homes should 
certainly attend the new fndian Day School at Bella Bella. 


The people at Bella Bella are members of the 
United Church of Canada. The parents however do not care 
for Coqualeetza School and would much prefer to send their 
children to St. Michael's Alert Bay, an Anglican school. 


The question of the ability of the present 
teacher of the Bella Bella Indian Day School has been reported 
on previously, in April 1938 and again in September of the 
same year. Miss Jessop has a rather weak personality, but is 
an experienced teacher. She holds good qualifications, and 
should certainly not be deprived of her school because some 
parents wish to have the Department look after the children 
for them. The suggestion that the Department should establish 
a Home School or small Residential School in the village for 
pupils over 10 years of age is ridiculous. 


The new school at Bella Bella will be inspected 
in due course in late September of this year. I understand 
that the junior teacher Miss E. Aljen has resigned to be 
married, If there is a vacancy, may I suggest that Miss Jessop 
take the Primary Division and the new teacher to be selected 
take charge of the Senior Division. Only an experienced and 
well qualified teacher should be sent to Bella Bella. 


As Mr. Indian Agent Gillett is now in charge of 
the Skeena River Agency I feel that it is essential that he 
should be informed in clear language of the Department's 
decision to educate the Indian children in Indian Day Schools 
emcept where there is a clear reason **" them twke sent to 
a Residential School.

I have had brought to my attention today 
an excerpt from Inspector Coleman's report 
regarding his visit to Bella Bella last October, 
in which he stated that the Agent was unable to 
find whether the 014 school house on the Bella 
Belle Reserve is the property of the Department 
or the Church. 


I have reviewed several files and find 
that we have no record of having conveyed to the 
former Methodist Chureh a site for a school on 
the Belle Bella Reserve. However, a letter 
Gated April 29, 1936, from the former Agent, Mr. 
I. Fougner, read, in part, as follows: 


"The present Bella Coola School, built, 
before my time in office, some 30 or 40 years ago 
by the Church authorities, is too small to 
accommodate all the pupils." 


It is quite possible that the information 
given in Mr. Fougner's communication was correct, 
but at the same time you will note that our files 
do not show any record of a site having been 
formally conveyed to the Church.

Schools; 
Day schools at Sella Coola, Klemtu, Bella Bella (2 division 
and the empty schoolhouse at Kitamaat were all carefully 
inspected. Attendance is not satisfactory at all; Klemtu 
and Bella Coola have most unsuitable persons as teachers; 
and the closing of the latter school has been recommended. 
I am afraid that the School at Bella Bella will suffer a 
serious attendance lapse. War services take men and women 
in a wholesale manner from the villages winter as well as 
summer, and if the war goes on much longer, the entire 
social economy of these Indians will require smretammserious 
review. In the old days there were at least six months in 
which the parents would be home; today in some villages, they 
are home for two weeks at Xmas or for a wedding or funeral; 
and children by the score are not attending school at all. 
It is very moot point in my opinion, as to whether home 
life in Indian villages will ever return to its former 
status, and I forsee the possibility of “ghost Villages" 
not long hence. Just where Councils will fit in to the 
picture of the future is a baffling problem, and future 
objectives along these lines will need careful study.

With reference to yours of March 22nd, file 80-162, please 
be advised that the Bella Bella Indian Day School is situated on 
Campbell Island, which is the post office for this village. 


From the time of Inspector G. H. Barry, pupils of this Day 
School have been discharged at the close of term nearest their 
fifteenth birthday. Miss Phillips, Principal of the school informs 
me that the Inspector ordered this action to prevent overcrowding, 
and as the school is still overcrowded the policy has been continued. 


For many years this village (second largest in 5.C.) has 
operated with a village council and it is presumed that the Indian 
Act, “ection 185 f. was applied to school attendance. Actually, the 
village was still under Part I though tacit recognition was given to 
the Council by the Department. 


In the Bella Belle band located on Campbell Island, B.C., there 
are one hundred forty children of school age (Ind.Act 10.1) as at 
March Slst, 1946. Of this number, thirty-six are pupils in Residential 
Schools at Alert Say and Alberni, leaving an actual school population 
of one hundred four to be handled by two teachers in a two room 
mchool. To ease the situation, children of fifteen years and up 
have been discharged from school and my letter of March 13th was 
directed to the Department to clarify the situation and get a definite 
ruling as to whether or not these children are to be cut off or 
kept on Family Allowance payments. I do not see why they should be 
cut off if the teacher, on orders of the Department's Inspector, 
discharged them framschool, but as it is a matter effecting both the 
Indian Act and the Family Allowance Act, it is considered a ruling

At Bella Bella the experiment would require (a)another 
teacher and salary at $1,000.00; the lining and equipping 

of another classroom, say $550.00 and school supplies for 
same. Present day trends among non-Indian children indicate 
a growth of kindergarten groups taking in five year olds in 
ever increasing numbers. An earlier experience of school 
life among Indians is urgently needed and would,I believe, 
remove many of the difficulties faced in trying to keep the 
interest of the older children in the higher grades. 


I am convinced that the chief reason that Indian 
children do not enjoy school or studies is that they are 
out of their element. By no stretch of imagination could a 
white boy of twelve retain interest in the course material 
of Grade III, and neither can Indians.

In the next issue of The Bulletin we are 
printing the Teachers Selary Scale and in addition a 
few notes which will clarify the question of Teachers 
Certificates. 


Ve have tried to make it clear that we 
will consider a Teache> of indian School, Grade Two, as 
one who holds a teaching certificate based upon academic 
training plus Junior Matriculation standing in high school. 
We have the various regulations from the nine provinces 
governing their granting of teachers certificates. However, 
these regulations have varied considerably in the last few 
years as increased qualifications were demanded of the teachers. 


In view of the information contained in 

her application form and in your letter of April 22, it would 
seem that Mrs. McCaig is entitled to qualification as a grade 
two teacher. If she has attended a Refresher Course during 
her provincial teaching experience, this would entitle her to 
a salary of $1500.00 per annum in our service. If, however, 
she has not attended a Refresher Course it would entitle her 
to a salary of $1320.00 per teaching year in our service.

This is in reply to your letter of February 25, 1970 which was forwarded to 
us from the Regional Personnel Adviser for B.C. 


The Civil Service Superannuation Act became effective in 1924. Teachers were 
not eligible to contribute to it and consequently were not entitled to a pension 
on retirement. Since 1947 teachers who held a permanent teaching Certificate 
and who had at least two years successful teaching experience were allowed to 
apply for permanent status and be designated as permanent employees for purposes 
of the Civil Service Superannuation Act. With the coming into force of the 
Public Service Superannuation Act on January 1, 1954, all teachers employed 

on a full-time basis are eligible to contribute to the Public Service Super— 
annuati.on Fund. 


I hope the above information will prove satisfactory to you.

I have your telegram of yesterday's date, re~- 
porting the damage incurred by heavy snow to the woodshed 
at the Bella Belle Indian Day School and requesting authority 
to rebuild, at a cost of approximately $50. 


Our Appropriation for unforeseen expenditures 
during the balance of the present fiscal year is extremely 
limited. It is considered that the teacher or yourself 
should have foreseen the danger of the building collapsing 
from the weight of the snow and arranged to have same re~- 
moved. At other schools, this work is considered part of 
the janitor's duties, but, a6 the teacher at this school is 
paid for janitor services, it is thought that she could have 
arranged to have the older boys or Indians remove the snow. 


As it appears, from your telegram, that the re- 
building of the woodshed is necessary, you may ineur an 
expenditure not exceeding the sum of approximately $50 in 
the purchase of the material required and for the labour in 
carrying out the work, at as early a date as weather condit- 
ions permit. Any materials required should be purchased from 
a firm on the list to receive consideration, and the labour, 
as far as possible, should be performed by Indians. After 
the work has been completed, please forward accounts, in 
triplicate, properly certified, in the usual manner, covering 
the expenditure incurred. The Department would request that 
the accounts be received before our books close at the end 
of the present fiscal year, viz.: March Slist, next. 


I would request, further, that you give attention 
to the removing of snow from the roofs of any of the school 
buildings where damage is likely to occur end arrange to 
have this work done.

As I understand that the building of a two room 
school has been recommended to the Department, I would 
1 2 to state that I am very much in favor of such a thing 
i hope that it will be possible for the “epartment to 
ahead with it in the near future. 


Having been here for twenty one years, I feel 
that know local conditions and that with the limited 
opportunities for employment away from the village, that 
the people will be just as much at home an the fubure as 
they have been for the past few years. Some time ago, the 
attendance was very poor during most of the school year 
because the people were away from home. Now, as has no 
doubt been self evident, the children have been attending 
very well, and are increasing in numbers so that only 
& portion of them can be accommodated in the present school 
and the teacher has had to have half day classes. 

this of course cuts down the chance each child has 
to get shead, and with the shortened term,due to late re- 
turn from the canneries,etc. the child cannot advance as 
rapidly as he should. Im addition, there is the axtra 
strain on the teacher of having to handle approxim tely twice 
as many different children each day, asshe would have with 
one lot only.

I am forwarding herewith a set of blue- 
wet in duplicate of revised sketch plans of the above 
uilding. 


It will be noted that on the revised 

gee the classrooms have been reduced to accommodate 

5 pupils each and the vocational rooms below have 
been correspondingly reduced in size. By this means a 
reduction in the cubical area of the buildin can be 
effected which will allow a saving of about $1,500.00 
and it is estimated that the building could be erected 
for the sum of about $9,000.00. 


The sketch submitted with your memo- 
randum of the 12th ultimo was examined by our Architects 
but as this would involve a building which would cost at 
least $17,000.00 it camot be considered. 


I should be glad if you would look over 
the attached blueprints and return one set initialled if

Dear Sir,- 


Kindly advise if it is the intention of the 
Department to build a new school at Belle Bella this 
year. If it is, I would suggest that the site be cleared 
immediately as the work will help lessen relief. I 
have had a number of requests recently from Belle Bella 
indians for relief, and I see no prospect of their 
earning anything by fishing until July first. 

I estimated in e previous letter, that $150 
would be required to clear the site for the new school, 

If the ebhove meets with the Department's 
approval, I would suggest that a cheque for $125 for 
labour be sent me. 

If blasting powder has to be purchased through 
the Department's purchasing agent, I may say that the 
only firm in Vancouver from whom it can be obtained is 
the Canadien Industries Ltd. I believe however, it would 
be better, as only a small quantity is needed, and as it 
is not possible to have it brought in on the reguler 
passenger steamer, that I be allowed to purchase the 
powder at Ocean Falls where they usuaaly have some on 
hand. It could be taken from there to Bella Bella by 
gasoline boat. The material required is listed on a 
separate sheet.

May I draw your attention again to the fact that 
under the circumstances existing in this village the children ere 
not receiving & very good education. I think you know thet the 
school is too smell and thet you have made provision in the est im- 
ates for the erection of © new building, which will no doubt be 4 
very fine addition to the buildings which you heve at the coast. 
In the meantime, however, the children are suffering. The teacler 
is trying to teach two schools at the same time ~ one in the fore- 
noon and the other in the afternoon. 


Would it be possible, in the meantime, to set up 
school in the church hall, to take care of the second room until 
the new building is completed? I do not know what the chureh 
authorities would want, but I think thet possibly $10.00 a month 
would cover the expenses of this, and the new desks, blackboards, 
etc., which wold be necessary, could easily be transferred to 
the new schoolroom when it is ready, st whatever time in the future, 
near aor remote, that may be. Would you be good enough to give the 
matter your best attention and see whet can be done? Dr. Osterhout 
is very anxious to see these children get a good education, and, as 
you know, they 4re & ove the gemral average of the native population 
throu¢hout the country.

JATER SUPPLY FOR BELLA BILLA 
___DAY SCHOOL 

An examination of the availability 
of water supply for this institution was made 
on December 21st during a visit to Bella Bella 
Indian Village in connection with the school 
construction. 

Attached hereto is a sketch showing 
the location of the old and new schools and the 
pipe extension which woul< be required to furnish 
water to the new school. 

A pressure gauge attached to tap at 
Point "A" on sketch showed a reading of 24 lbs. 
per square inch equivalent to a static head of 
55.8 feet. When this reading was taken, several 

outdoor taps in the village were open and a 2" 
iron pipe at the north end of the village was 
leaking badly at two or three points. 
Levels to the school site show that 
the kitchen tap at the school will be 27.75 feet 
higher in elevation than the tap at Point "A". 
his leaves a static ad of approximately 28 feet 
for outlets on the ground floor of the school. 
This should provide a flow of about 7 gallons per 
minute, assuming that leakage losses from the 
main pipe are no higher in the future than at 
time of examination. Elimination of some of these 
losses would no doubt provide sufficient head to

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carry water into the upper floors of the building 
if this should be required. 

The proposed pipeline extension starts 
at the end of a@ 2<inch wood stave pipe now in place, 
paralleling the boardwalk leading from the main 
street to the church, continues in the same general 
direction for about 70 feet, then turns north and 
west as shown on the sketch about 243 feet further, 
entering the school wall at this point. The first 
100 feet of the extension will be 2-inch wood stave 
pipe, the remainder will be 1" galvanized Wrought 
Iron pipe. From the west side of the muskeg area 
shown on sketch to the school it would not be possible 
to place the pipe in trench without dynamite, It 
ic intended that this seotion of the pipe should be 
laid on the rock outcrop and covered to a depth 
of two feet with material already excavated from 
the school site, ‘This should be placed carefully 
and the finer material selected so as to give better 
insulation against frost. Pipe laid in trench 
should be buried to a depth of two feet. 

A half-inch iron pipe leads from the 
end of the 2-inch W.5. pipe now in place to the 
old school. This is leaking at the stop and waste. 
[The necessary repairs should be ade in order to 
supply water to the old school until the new school 
is ready for occupation, after which it should be 
cut off from the line. 

Provision is made for the installation 
of a Total Uelipse self-draining tap outside the 
new school, This tap should be placed in such 


position as not to interfere with a driveway lead- 
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ing to the fuel room at the rear of the school. 
A stop and waste valve 4s to be installed outside 
the school wall. 

The installation is estimated to cost 
$216.90. Details of this estimate are appended 
hereto.

The following letter has just been re- 
ceived from Indtan Commissioner Machay: 


“The Inspector of Indian Agencies recently 
visited this school and points out that, for some 
unaccountable reason, no connecting door has been 
installed in the corridor outside of the classrooms 
and, at present, each room has only one exit to the 
outside and, if it is required to proceed from one 
rou to the other, it is necessary to descend a flight 
of ataire, eo cutelde and climb throigh mud holes, ete. 
to the other side of the building and then ascend «4 
similar flight of stairs to the classroom that adjoins 
the other. In the absence of outside fire escapes, 
these classrooms would be cut off if a fire broke out 
near one of the steircases, which lead down to the 
teachers' quarters, but that installation of the door 
would make the other entrances available to both rooms. 
If the door and frame were supplied at a cost of 
approximately £10.00, it could no doubt be satisfactorily 
instelled by a local Indian carpenter at a labour cost 
of $15.00 or a total of $25.00, and I would recommend 
that thic be done. 


"The Inspector reports thet the paint work on 
this building is, in his opinion, far from satisfactory 
and it would appear that very poor quality paint has been 
used. ‘Theat used for the roof has washed down and stained 
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"the walls. The outside wail paint is blistered. 

The paint on the basement floors will never dry 
sufficiently to permit the use of these two large 
rooms and should be removed and redecorated with 

the proper mterial. Some caulking with piteh hes 
been done on the outside of the building where the 
frame construction rests on the concrete foundation 
and, due to the fact that there was no overhang of 

the siding, water leaked into the basement, @ con- 
4ition that has not yet been entirely remedied. The 
application of this piteh has been done in a slipshod 
manner and smeared up the well to an unnecessary extent. 
Common fron hinges have been used on the outside doors 
with the butts on the outside and are already rusting 
and untidy. 


“I enclose a rough sketch showing where the 
door is required and photographs of the school, from 
whieh it will also be observed that portions of the 
sceffolding were not even removed to complete the 
painting and which eleso show the other items referred 
to." 


I enclose, for your information, the photo- 
graphs of the school and the rough sketoh which 
accompanied the Indian Commissioner's letter. 


May I point out the impossibility of providing 
maintenance costs if newly erected schools are left 
in the condition mentioned in the Commissioner's letter.

You will observe that Commissioner MacKay calls 
attention to the following: 


(1) There is no commnicating door between boys’ and girls’ 
accommodation on the classroom floor. 


(2) Caulking end waterproofing carried out last sumer, after 
the completion of the school, have not eliminated evidences 
of dempness in the basement. 


(3) Poor quality paint has been used on both the exterior of the 
building and the basement floors. Shingle stain has washed 
down from the roof and stained the paint on exterior walls. 


(4) Door hinges are rusting because of inferior quality. 


(5) Portions of scaffolding used by the Contractor in painting 
have not been removed. 


(6) The grounds generally surrounding the Sehool are untidy and 
require grading. 


Dealing with the items in the ebove order, I may say that: 


(1) When the plans were being prepared for this Sehool Mr. Dudl 
informs me thet Mr. Hoey and Mr. Phelan stated to him verbelly 
that there was to be no communication between boys’ and girls’ 
@lassrooms. Communication was to be provided between these

To eliminate dampness in the basement caulking and water- 
proofing was carried out during the past sumer along with 
the installation of gutters and extra drainage as recom- 
mended by Mr. Wedd on July 10th last. As the restlts ob- 
tained do not appear to be completely satisfactory Mr. Webb 
advised us on the 7th ultimo that he is carrying out an in« 
spection of the building to determine the cause of dampness 
and will report to this office. This report has not yet 
been received. 


It would appear thet painting of floors was carried out in 

the basement while dempness was still present, thus preventing 
adhesion between paint and concrete. It will be necess 

to eliminate dampness entirely before a permanent correetion 
of this fault can be effected. This is contingent upen Mr. 
Webb's report. The remaining paint items, which appear very 
minor, will be dealt with in the same report. 


(4) You will observe thet Mr. Remsden's report states that brass 
coated hinges were installed as spesified. 


(5) The portions of scaffolding as shown on attached photographs 
are insignificant. 


(6) The suggested improvements to the School grounds in general is 
@ matter under the jurisdieation of the Indien Affairs Branch. 


In connection with the subject matter of this memorandum 
we would point out thet on November 14th last Mr. Webb advised us 
that he had reeeived the Contractor's account for items authorized 
by letter of August 29th last but owing to reports which he had 
received indieati that the measures employed to ensure a dry base- 
ment were not completely satisfactory, he was not passing the account 
for payment until an inspeetion hed been made. 


When the engineer's report is received from Mr. Webb we 
will advise you further.

The various points mentioned by Mr. 
MacKay have been investigated by our Chief Engineer, and I 
am forwarding herewith, for your information, copies of 
memoranda received from him, dated January 18th and February 
Sth last. I think these two memoranda cover all the points 
referred to by Mr. MacKay. 


Certain defects in the building are due 
to poor work by the contractor and the necessary action is 
being taken by our officers to have these remedied. ‘There is 
an amount still due the contractor for work done on the 
building and he is being advised that final payment will be 
withheld until all work has been completed in accordance with 
the specifications. 


You will note that some of the other 
items of work mentioned by Mr. MacKay as being necessary were 
not done because of decisions made by officers of your Branch. 
Direct communication between the boys' and girls’ classrooms 
is one of these items. If this communication door is now 
considered necessary, there is no reason why it should not be 


put in.

You will observe that the matter of dempness in the 
basement has been thoroughly investigated by Mre MeDoneld 
who hes determined definitely by tests that water does not 
enter the basement through concrete foundations walls or 
floors, and that if at eny time water entered the building 
at the top of the foundation wall, the work carried out 
during the past summer has remedied the condition. 


In view of the engineer's findings, it is diffi- 
cult to understand the significance of the third end eighth 
paragraphs of Mr. Webb's letter of the 22nd ultimo to this 
Service, or of the statement in his letter to the Contractor 
under date of the 12th ultimo, which was forwarded of course 
before he had received Mr. McDonald's report. 


From e perusal of Mr. McDonald's report it is con- 
sidered that the remaining faults are entirely due to faulty 
workmenship by the contractor.

Under the circumstances it is recommended that 
we be euthorized to have Mr. Webb instruct the contractor, 
John Currie & Son of Prince Rupert, to make the necessary 
repsirs at his own expense before meking eny settlement for 
work cerried out during the past summer.

I desire to refer to your letter of December 
14 with reference to the Bella Bella Indian Day 
Sehool. 


The Surveys & Engineering Branch claim they 
had verbal instructions not to provide a connecting 
door. While I have no recollection of giving any 
such instructions at the same time there is no value 
in discussing the matter further with the Surveys & 
Engineering Branch and consequently you may authorize 
the Agent to incur the expenditure of $25.00 for the 
installation of this door. 


I understand that Mr. Webb has taken up with 
the contractor the question of paint on the basement 
floor and other defects in the building. It is the 
intention to have the contractor make necessary repairs 
before yaying him a balance that is still due. 


With regard to the condition of the grounds 
around the school the Surveys & Engineering Branch 
consider that this work should be handled by us. Con- 
sequently you might have inquiries made with a view to 
determining what expenditure would be involved in 
placing the grounds in reasonably good condition. It 
is understood, of course, that no funds for the purpose 
will be available until our appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1940-41 is approved, and at the present time I am 
unable to state what amount will be available.

REPORT ON 
INSPECTION OF BELLA BELLA SCHOOL, 
BRITISH COLUMBIA 


With reference to the above, I wish to report 
that on the 18th ultimo I visited Mr. Webb in Vancouver 
and reviewed the items reported in a letter from Commis-~ 
sioner MacKay dated December 14th, 1939. It was explained 
to Mr. Webb that the inspection was being carried out with 
a view to determining the reason for such reports. 


Mr. Webb was informed that, as stated in a letter 
from the Chief Engineer, Engineering and Construction Ser- 
vice, dated February 23rd, 1940, it was felt that several 
of the defects mentioned by Commissioner MacKay, in con- 
nection with the school, should have been detected through 
inspections carried out by his staff during construction am 
remedied before the building was accepted as complete. 


Mr. Webb replied that short of having an engineer 
remain constantly eat the school during construction, he felt 
he had given as much attention to supervision as was possible 
with the staff at his disposal, particularly since the site 
was 48 hours steamer travel from Vancouver. He stated that 
supervision had been constantly maintained while concrete 
was being poured, (which statement is supported by his letter 
to the Chief Engineer dated June 27th, 1939), and that four 
subsequent inspection trips were made during the remainder 
of the construction period. 


It was pointed out to Mr. Webb thet supervision, 
as demanded by the peculiar requirements of each job, was 
necessary at all times, and that if it became apparent that 
such supervision could not be supplied from field offices, 
other arrangements than those in force would be made from 
Ottawa. Mr. Webb was also advised that authority vested in 
field officers included the right to challenge the suita- 
bility of sites selected by Indian Agents for schools where 
conditions indicated that the use of such sites might cause 
trouble in the future. 


I arrived at Bella Bella at 3.30 A.M. on Friday 
the 22nd ultimo and carried out a thorough inspection of 
the school on that day, paying particular attention to the 
following points which had been reported to this Service. 


(1) Condition of paint work in basement 
work rooms. 


(2) Condition of exterior paint work. 


(3) Presence of water in basement work 
rooms. 


(4) Untidy condition of site. 
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Dealing with the various items in the order given 
above, I may say that I found conditions to be as follows: 


1 Basement Work Room Paint Work 


Paint work in the basement work rooms was exactly 
as described in complaints received from Dr. Darby, 
Hospital Superintendent at Bella Bella, and Indian 
Commissioner MacKay. I found that the paint used was 
lead and oil floor paint and not cement paint as speci- 
fied. This had been applied to concrete not thoroughly 
dry and which was exposed to running water through wall 
leakages immediately after it had been applied. Paint 
from the walls had been washed down to the floor where 
it had emulsified, as had also the paint applied to the 
floor. Traffic over this emulsion had broken the pig- 
ment film and patches of free oil were visible over 
most of the floor area. It is possible that this free 
oil might have been mistaken for water in some of the 
complaints registered. 


It was obvious that the condition would not im- 
prove until the paint hed been removed, the effected 
areas thoroughly cleaned and new paint applied. 


Exterior Paint Work 


The exterior paint work was examined regerding 
reported blistering and staining. I was unable to 
discover any blistering but observed that where water 
had dripped from the sloping roof over both entrances, 
the adjacent wall paint had been discoloured. Upon 
investigation I was able to establish that this dis- 
colouration was not stain from the shingles but a 
dirty deposit carried down from roof surfaces above, 
before the installation of gutters and down pipes, and 
which was removable when washed. 


Water Penetration 


When I visited the school there was no evidence 
of water in the basement, and while rain fell frequently 
during my stay, no infiltration was observed. I am 
convinced that at no time has water entered the building 
through concrete walls or floors, and while the interior 
of the basement concrete walls show water stain, it was 
not possible to determine definitely where such water 
could have entered. I was also able to satisfy myself 
that since the application of additional pitch water- 
proofing, which was applied from grade to top of the 
concrete basement walls during last summer, no water has 
entered the building at the junction of concrete and 
frame walls. 


I may ssy that I observed the points at which 
Engineer McDonald, of Mr. Webb's staff, found that 
water could enter the frame walls, and believe that 
if water still enters the basement, it is being ad- 
mitted at those points, and possibly at the junction 
of the sloping roof over the south entrance with the 
adjacent walls as well. This could only be proven 
during a heavy driving rain or by means of a hose 
test, such as was carried out by Mr. McDonald on 
December Slst last, and described in his report dated 
January 22nd, 1940, a copy of which was forwarded to our 
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Director with the Chief Engineer's memorandum of 
February Sth last. 


An examination of the siding disclosed that, while 
siding as specified had been used, the type called for 
in the specification should not be used again for work 
in British Columbia. The siding used and specified is 
a bevelled siding specially run to provide a rabbet 
at the lap, restricting the lap to 5/8" instead of 1" 
which is considered the minimum advisable. While I 
was unable to discover any point where I considered 
water might be entering the wall, due to the reduced 
lap, any shrinkage or warping in the siding would create 
openings through which a driving rain might penetrate. 
No warping is evident, however, and it is felt that if 
the various spots now marked, were caulked with an 
approved compound and painted, and the same treatment 
applied to the junction of the sloping roof over both 
entrances, with adjacent wall surfaces, the penetration 
of water would be eliminated. 


It is recognized that during construction, Mr. 

Webb reported that water was entering the building 
at the junction of concrete and frame walls and that 
some attention was given to correcting the defect. In 
view of subsequent developments, however, it is con- 
sidered that the admittance of water was not thoroughly 
investigated. Reports on the condition prevailing were 
accepted from the Hospital Superintendeut, who could 
not be expected to arrive at correct technical con- 
Glusions. If the engineer supervising the work had 
made every effort to eliminate leakage while the con- 
tractor was still at Bella-Bella considerable incon- 
venience might have been eliminated. 


Site Conditions 


Upon seeing the site I was forced to admit that 
in the immediate vicinity of the school, it is ina 
deplorable condition. Nevertheless the objectionable 
features pointed out by Indian Commissioner MacKay are 
no fault of the Contractor. 


The actual portion of the site occupied by the 
school was cleared of brush and boulders by the Indian 
Agent previous to the commencement of construction oper- 
ations. Stumps and boulders are in evidence adjacent 
to the building which is located on a rock ledge covered 
with from two to four feet of muskeg soil. MThe site in 
rear of the school building rises gradually and rock 
outcroppings at the front of the site have resulted in 
the building being set in a depression. The grading 
carried out by the Contractor at the completion of build- 
ing operations has been saturated with water draining 
into this depression from the adjacent muskeg and is 
being retained by the bed rock below. The resultant 
mud holes have necessitated the laying of rough plank 
walks, which, while unsightly, are nevertheless quite 
necessary. 
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After visiting Bella Bella and before leaving 
Vancouver, I advised Indian Commissioner MacKay that, in 
my opinion, the site was badly chosen. He informed me that 
it had been considered the best available at the time of 
sdection. In connection with the Commissioner's report 
that the site was untidy, I explained to him that references 
in his report, regarding responsibility for these con- 
ditions, were not altogether accurate, in that I could 
discover no building rubbish or material, left by the Con- 
tractor, and that existing and future conditions were the 
responsibility of the Indian Affairs Branch. 


It is confirmed thet existing faults in connection 
with basement painting and infiltration of water are the 
responsibility of the Contractor, end ina letter from Mr. 
Webb dated February 26th, 1940, the Contractor, John Currie 
and Son, of Prince Rupert, British Columbia, was so advised, 
and he has since intimated his intention of making good all 
defects at his own expense. 


We have been advised by Mr. Webb, in a letter 
dated the 4th instant, that the emulsified paint in the 
basement has alreedy been removed and he is being advised 
that the balance of the work must be carried out at once. 


It is pointed out that,during the summer of last 
year, extra items,considered necessary to rectify the damp- 
ness in the basement, were carried out at a cost of $386.00 
by the same Contractor who built the school. Payment for 
this work has been deferred until such time as the defects 
referred to in this report have been made good. 


It is recommended that when advice is received 
thet the Contractor has completed the work still necessary, 
and while he is still at Belle Bella, Mr. Webb be instructed 
to carry out a thorough inspection of the school, to establish 
that the building hes finally been made weatherproof. 


In addition to the work still necessary at the 
school, in connection with the building proper, the site 
requires further clearing and grading which may involve some 
blasting before it can be considered at all presentable. 


It is recommended that an additional 15'-0" strip 
be cleared at the rear and two sides and that sufficient of 
the rock outcroppings at the front of the building be re- 
moved to allow grading to a continuous slope away from the 
school in an easterly direction. It is estimated that this 
additional work would involve an expenditure of approximately 
Three Hundred Dollers ($300.00).

With reference to letter dated December 14, 
1959, from Indian Commissioner MacKay regarding 
the Bella Bella Indian Day School the Surveys & 
Engineering Branch is arranging to have the 
contractor return to the school in the near future 
with a view to painting the basement floor end 
remedying other defects in the building. 


It may be necessary to heat the building for 
a@ day or so in order to ascertain if the work done 
has been satisfactory. 


The contractor appears to be of the impression 
that owing to the site chosen for the school it will 
be practically impossible to keep water out of the 
basement. If there is water in the basement when 
the contractor reaches the school he will not be 
able to paint the floor. I am further informed 
that the paint has been left in the school and if 
the basement floor is too wet to paint when the 
contractor is there it may be necessary for you to 
arrange for the painting of the floor later on when 
it is dry.

As instructed I arrived at the school 
on Sunday afternoon, August 18, in company with the 
contractor, John Currie, Bsqe, and immediately inspected 
the building.

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Condition of the Conerete Basement Floors on August 18,194( 

Te weather on August 18 was fine ané 
warm and had been so for the four preceding days. Due 
to the heavy rains falling prior to August 1@ and in 
spite of the hot weather following, the ground general- 
ly was very damp. Surface water showed six feet to 
eight feet away from the school on the north and vest 
sides. Small trickles of water were observed to be 
coming from the drain outfalle indicating a continued 
subsurface drainage from the higher ground surrounding 
the sehool. 

In the north basement room there was 
no visible moisture on the flor but in the south 
basement room there wes & smell amount of water in 
the southwest corner extending slong the west wall 
for five feet. The water on the floor was dark brown 
in colour with no distinguishable odours I belicve 
it was stained by some cedar boards, used by the school, 
which were lying in ite 

However, under a three-foot by six-foot 
piece of painted a 1 board vhich was placed in the 
middle of the south room floor in June, the concrete 
was noticably demp end the same condition vas 
observered under some small picces of wood in the 
south roome 

The walls ell appeared dry and gave no 


indication that water had been running down theme 
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¥est carried out to determine whether the concrete 
was in a fit conditéon'to paint. 


The water in the south room was wiped 
up and the floor cleared of stored material and 
rubbish. In thirty-six hours all traces of dampness 
had disappeared. The General Paint Corporation of 
Vancouver, who supplied the concrete paint which was 
to be used on the floors and made up according to 
the specification contained in Mr. Mille'letter of 
May 22, 1940, informed me thet unless the floor was 
absolutely dry and could be assumed to remain thet 
way, it was unsafe to apply the paint. They further 
suggested the use of a test for moisture, calcium 
chloride covered by an inverted watoh glass which 
was to be sealed to the floor with putty. 

Two tests were conducted in each room and 
it was found that in all cases the calcium chloride 
drew considerable moisture from the concrete slab 
in places where it appeared absolutely dry 

In addition, a test drill hole was made 
in the concrete where the water had been on the 
floor in the south room and showed that although the 
surface was dry, there was still moisture in the 
interior of the slab. 

Repairs Garriead out by the Contractor. 

The contractor carefully puttied all 
visible holes and cracks in ‘he siding giving parti- 
eular attention to sreas around the window frames, 
and the junction of sloping roofs and walls. The 


material used was a caulking compound supplied by 
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the General Paint Corporation of Vancouver. Twr 
coats of paint was aoplied to the work and a complete 
coat of paint was given to the south siace of the south 


ToOOM. 


Further Tests on the hepairs Made. 

ihen the p:int had hardened, I tested 
all the exterior wall surfaces of the basement 
rooms and the entrance doors and furnace room roofs 
with a hose. No water was found to enter the 
building, although this was rather an extreme test. 
Reagommendations.e 

In view of the conditions found I 
instructed the contractor not to paint the concrete 
basement floors and following the instructions of 
Mr. Mills' letter of August 6, 1940, the materials, 

\ three-one-gallon Ge. P. cement floor primer and 
three-one-gallon U. P,. cement floor paint, dark «rey, 
were left in the north basement room for the school 
authorities. 

The floor is entirely serviceable as 
resent and in view of the evidence that the 
concrete slab is moist through capiliary action, I 
would suggest that the floor should not be painted 
at any time. The contractor and the General Paint 
Corporation both inform me that a slab which appears 
ary but has water underneath it, will,when painted, 
draw moisture from below and will never be as 


satisfactory as a floor without paint. 
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Since I was unable to detect any 
leaks subsequent to the repairs, and as I observed 
that the concrete floors are now serviceable, I 
recommend that the sum of $386.00 be now authorized 
for payment to the contractor. This was the agreed 
price of the cutters, downspouts, Grains, and concrete 
walk pitching authorized in Mr. Mills' letter of 
August 29, 1939 and carried out in October of that 
year. This work was reported as satisfactorily done 
vy Mre McDonald in his memorandum to you dated 
January 8, 1940, with the exception of some exposed 
d@rain tile which | found to have been satisfactorily 
covered by the contractor earlier this year. AB 
requested by Mr. Buck, the basement window sash had 
been eased and were again eased. This wil] doubtless 
have to be done again by the school authorities as it 
is not safe to ease the woodwork very much at a time 
otherwise leaks will develop.

Under date of May 20th, 1946, I wrote you in connection 
with additional classroom accommodation recuired to accommodate 
the school-aged pupils at the Bella Belle Indian Reserve and 
subseauently received euthority for verious expenditures 
necessary for establishing a classroom in the basement of the 
present school building or otherwise converting the Band hall 
for classroom purposes. Due in part to difficulty in securing 
material snd labour end also by reason of the transfer of Mr. 
Indian Agent Anfield to Prince Rupert, the proposal was not 
proceeded with prior to the end of the fiscal year. In 
February last School Inspector Davey visited Relle Bella end 
during the course of his visit inspected some of the buildings 
at the Bella Bella Air Base with a view to ascertaining whether 
there would be one suitable for school purposes at the Bella 
Bella village. Inspector Davey found that two of the buildings 
at the Air Base would be suitable as to size and construction 
for two additionel classrooms and living quarters for two 
teachers, but we have since found it almost impossible to secure 
any information with respect to the sost of moving these 
buildings to Bella Bella ¢ preparing them for school and 
teachers' use.

In view of the exorbitant estimated cost of moving the 
building to Bella Bella and preparing it for school use, 
reference Mr. Pruden's letter of June 7th, and as the Surveys 
and Engineering Branch havebeen successful in making arrange- 
ments for the removal and reconstruction of buildings at the 
Port Hardy Military Camp at a reasonable cost, I am of the 
opinion that it would be advisable to have the Surveys and 
Engineering Branch investigate and report on the advisability 
of transferring buildings from the Bella Bella Air Base to the 
Reserve for school purposes or otherwise the possibility of 
adding two additional classrooms with teachers' quarters to the 
present school building. 


It is observed from Mr. Neary's letter of February 4th, 
1947, File 1-1-5 (W.T.1) that no specific provision was made 
in the current year's program for school construction at 
Bella Bella, but it is considered that we should in any case 
ascertain the best method of meeting our school requirements 
at this point, and that if the proposal is found to be feasible 
and economical steps should be taken to acquire the air force 
building.

As instructed, I visited Bella Bella Air Base 
on Aumust 24, 1947 accompanied by Mr. Pruden, Indian 
Acent. Subsequent visits were made on Aucust 26 and 31, 

Mr. Coleman's letter of Aucust 9, 1947 sives 
the sise of the building as 92' x S2' by 10'6" ceilings 
the bullding shown to me by Wr. Pruden is 90! x 24' by 
ll ft. ceiling. It is shown as Building 5 on Ground 
Service Plan, Bella Sella - Dwe. W.6026-2, WAC Dwr. 

No. 5B 26-35-56. Department of National Defence Air; 
Western Air Commands Construction En, lneering. 

A description of the building is as follows:- 
(See also Sketeh 'A'). 

Floor 90 ft. by 24 ft. wide. 

The floor joists rest on three sills running 
full length of the building. The sills are on concrete 
posts. The joists sre 2" x 8" Ho. 1 Common Fir in first- 
class sound condition. They are spaced at 16" centres,

Thus the route to a scow on the slip would 
not be too difficult if power, tackle and experienced movers 
were available. It is necessary to tow on asuitable scow 


three miles to beila Bella indian Village, 
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Prom the shore at the Indian Village the roal 
a4ifi(iculties are encountered. It would be necessary to 
drag up-hill some 6C feet elevation at a distance of 1100 
to 1200 feet over steep fround, muskeg, and rock outcrops. 
It would also involve shifting two electric light poles, 

30 feet of wooden roadway, and cutting much brush, 

It would appear that the best method to follow 
in transferring this bullding would be to disassemple to 
individual pleces of raw material, truck all material to 
the wharf or to the seaplane slip at the air base, then 
load on suitable scow and transfer to Sella Sella Indian 
Village Wharf. It will be necessary then to truck material 
to school site about 1100 feet. 

The amount of care exercised in dismantling 
the building would determine amount of raw material 
obtainable. When a building is dismantled to raw material 
it is suggested thet in re-building to a new school a 
standard school plan should be considered, thereby obtaining 
a building to the best advantage for the purpose. 

As the time before mail collection is limited, 
further information on this project will follow in th 
next mail. 

There is one factor, however, in bullding a 
school at this villge which would be encountered in using 
either new or used material, 4 thet is a new plank road
